QUAKE IN TURKEY 
KILLS 
TOWNS ARE RAZED 


Both European and Asiatic: 
Districts Suffer as Result 
of Glant Tembior. 


PROPERTY LOSSES . HEAVY 


Fire Following Shock Adés to 
Damage’ Among Wreckage of 
Several Towns. 


THOUS ANDS 0° PERSONS HOMELESS

(SY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 10.—Hundreds 
of persons were killed and thousands made 
homeless by an earthquake which destroyed 
several towns in both European and Asiatic 
Turkey today. 

The center of the disturbance was in the 
region of the Dardanelles. 

The heaviest loss of life ocourred at Myrio- 
phito. Fugitives from the city report 800 
were killed and 600 injured in the city proper. 
They say the victims inthe neighboring 
country will swell the total! largely. Thecity 
was still burning when the fugitives beft. 


Ganos-Hora Wiped Out. 

Ganos-Hora, in Buropean Turkey, forty- 
four mules northcust of Gallipoli, has been 
wiped out, elghty persons being killed and 
thirty wounded. The wrecked buildings took 
fire and most of them were burned te the 
ground. 

Shar-Koi was completely destroyed and two 
nearby villages were engulfed. 

Adrianopte suffered little damage, but 
Tchoriu was partly destroyed by the earth- 
quake and fire. : 

The majority of the houses in Gallipoli are 


in ruins and the people are camping ip the 


fields. Tchanak-Kalessi ig in an equally bed 
plight, but the loss of life in these towns is 
small, although the injored aremany, The 
first named town Is situated at the exit from 
the Dardanelles inte the sea of Marmora. Rh 
was formerly a town of importance, but its 
population has dwindled from 100,000 to less 
than 380,000. Tchanak-Kalessi, which has 
about 10,000 inhabitants, is located on the 
Asia Minor side of the Dardanelles. 

The entire district between Constantinople 
and Adrianople felt the shock severely. 


First Thought Italian Guns, 

Warships anchored in the Dardanelles felt 
the shock severely. It was first attributed 
to Italian torpedo boats. 

The captain of the Amerfan steamer Vir- 
ginia reports that the lighthouse at Ganos- 
Hora, in the Bea of Marmora, has diaap- 
peared, and that the villages in the sur- 
rounding country are in flames. He was un- 
able to anchor and give assistance, owing to 
the violent movement of the sea. 

A special steamer has been chartered and 
a torpedo boat has been ordered to go to the 
relief of the survivors. 
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PRESIDENT COMES TO RESCUE 
OF IMPERILED AUTO PARTY. 


Car Hanging Over Bank with Occupants 
Helpless—Taft Shows His Chauffeur 
How to Get It Out, 


Washington. D. C., Aug. 10.—President 
Taft, his personal aid, Maj. Thomas L. 
Rhoads. and W. C. Herron, the president's 
brother-in-law, took part in a rescue of two 
women fm distress in Rock’ Creek park late 
last night. 

A mile down the forest shaded road through 
the park the president’s car flashed another 
big automobile just a few rods ahead. Its 
front wheels and part of the body were hang- 
ing over the bank fifteen feet above Rock 
creek and apparently about to plunge down 
at any moment 

Two frightened women and their driver 
were looking at the machine, but were help- 
less. The three occupante of the presidential 
car held a hurried consultation and the pres- 
ident’s chauffeur was called upon to give ex- 
pert testimony. No one could solve the prob- 
lem for a few minutes, but Mr. Taft finally 
came to the rescue himself. 

“Turn the car around, Robinson,” he said 
to the chauffeur. “ Put on your skid chains 
and we will haul them out.” 

Robinson Obeyed orders and the imperfied 
machine was pulled back to the roadway. Its 
occupants refused to give their names, but 
they recognized the president and thanked 
him heartily.

Dr. Waugh is dean of the Bennett Medical 
college, chief phyeician of the Jefferson Park 
hospital, and is a recognized neurologist. He 
lives at 931 Lafayette Parkway, Edgewater. 

In his article he says the method of 
psychoanalysis that Freud has appiled to the 
interpretation of dreams with such brilliant 
results may be utilized in explaining the ex- 
ceptionel and, at first sight, inexplicable ac- 
tions of men. 


Sway of Primitive Impulses. 

“The key Is evolution and devolution, he 
says, the tendency of some to hark back to 
primitive conditions and impulses.

SOCIALISTS FIGHT POLICE: 
MANY PERSONS ARE INJURED. 


More than Forty Arrests Made as the 
Result of Battle in the City of 


Pittsburgh. 


Pitteburgh, Pa., Aug. 10—A number of 
persons were injured slightly and over forty 
arrested tonight in a clash between Socialists 
and policemen.

Barly morning prowlere, optrating in 
Evanston for several weeks, have placed 
dirt im, bottled milk as it stood om doorsteps. 
They have used care to pollute only a special 
milk put up for infant's food. In many in- 
stances the filth has not been discovered 
until the bottle was almost empty. 

Only customers of the A. F. Johnson 
Dairy company have had trouble with their 
milk. This concern has been having a con- 
troversy with the milk drivers union, re- 
fusing to employ organized labor. Agents 
from the Chicago union have made several! 
vistts to Evanston in an automobile, and 
have made efforts to persuade the Johnson 
drivers to quit work. One argument re- 
sulted in four arrests. A policeman now ac- 
companies each of the six employés as he 
makes his morning round. 


Put Asafetida on Porches. 

The prowlers also have spread the oil of 
asafetida om the rear porches of . several 
houses. The odor from this cause at the resi- 
dence of Frederick Carter at 1024 Judson ave- 
nue, was so great he hat. to leave for two 
weeks. 

The malodorous drug also was spread upon 
the porch at the residence of George Kelley, 
who lives next door to the Cartera A. Leaf 
of 1108 Oak avenue and several] other cus-

Applause which greeted statements of the 
conference committee's work and criticiem 
of “irresponsible hotheads” who demand a 
strike was vigorous. The attitude of car 
employés, as demonstrated at the mass- 
meeting, seems to remove all chance of a 
strike if, as the men say, “the companies 
meet them half way.” 

The spirit of the employés association was 
sounded by W. D. Mahon, international 
president. who has had charge of the men’s 
negotiations 


Mahon Foresees Union Victory. 

“ We feel we have made substantial prog- 
rees toward getting what is wanted,” he said 
in his speech. “ We have talked things over 
with Mr. Busby, president 6f the Chicago City 
railway. and Presidents Roach and Budd of 
the other companies. We found at the last 
meeting that it was necessary for them to 
talk with thé New York men who have ¢on- 
trol of the companies’ financial affaire—that 
they had no power to grant a wage increaze. 
What were we to do if not allow them time 
for such a conference? 

“If we had called a strike it 
would have meant temporary loss of em- 
ployment for you. It would have meant the 
throttling of business all over the city. Did 
we have the right to take bread from 14,000 
car workers and all their famfiles? Did we 
have the right to make serious trouble for 
2,000,000 people save with just cause?

By this time the crowd, filling the pavilion 
at the park, was cheering Mahon loudly. The 
recent arguments of' “irresponsible hot- 
heads” against celay appeared to be thor- 
oughly quashed. 

“ And next Friday,” resumed Mahon, “ we- 
are to meet Mr. Busby again. [It is pos- 
sible that even then we will not be able 
to settle our differences in a minute. It may 
take a day or two. And if it does,”’ he said 
siowly, shaking a big finger, “ we will take 
that day or two. 

“ Just remember, men, that you are earn- 
ing money all this time. Don't forget that 
the companies have agreed that any raire 
in pay will date from Aug. 1 with the sur- 
face men, and June 1 with the élevated men, 
I think you can afford to let us go ahead 
and do the best we can by peaceable effort.” 


“Protest” Becomes Jollification. 
Immediately after his speech Mahon hure 
ried into town and took a night train for 
Detroit, where his headquarters are located. 
He will return in the middle of the week. 
There were brief specches by Judgé Kick- 
ham Scanlan and others, and then the crowd 
forgot its troubles and began a dance. 
The joilification was not at al) what had 
been feared. The massmeeting had been 
called to augment the regular picnic of the 
north and west side surface car employés. 
It was called at a time when negotiations 
had not reached the present friendly stage, 
and there was an unmistakable attempt by 
the “ bhothead "’ element, in epite of the 
earnest attempts of Mahon and his principal 
lieutenants, to convert it into a meeting of 
protest against the companies.

Employers Express Confidence.

Horseshoer, Florist, Druggist, 
Physician, and Plumber Help 
Decide on ‘‘Goods.”’

The J. P. Hartray Shoe company, 825 West 
Monroe street, appears to have a monopoly 
on the county shoe contract. Last year this 
firm wag the lowest bidder. It got the con- 
tract. This year it wes the highest bidder. 
It got the contract again. 

In onec ase the county board asserted thet 
the Hartray firm hau “ the lowest and most 
satisfactory bid.”’ That was last year, when 
it did have the lowest bid. This year the 
board officially reports that they consid- 
ered “the quality of the offerings and the 
prices thereon, and again the Hartray com- 
pany was awarded the plum. And the plum 
last year amounted to $16,256.28. This year 
it will be better than that. 


Experts on “Shoes.” 

The superior quality of the Hartray shces 
fs not explained in the records. But the 
county commissioners want them. They must 
have them, whether they cost the most or 
the east. Incidentally the private life train- 
ing of the commissioners fits them admirably 
as shoe experts. 

For example, Harris is a horseshoer and 

has made shoes—iron shoes; Mendel is a 
florist and has made floral horseshoes; Ku- 
fiewski, a druggist, hae sold tired feet reme- 
dies; Sultan is a physician and has pre- 
scribed shoes for cold feet; Glennon is s 
plumber and buys shoes regularly for his 
family; Van Steenberg is a contractor and 
has permitted ghoe signe to be placed on his 
buildings; Busee haa a bank and seven chi!- 
dren; Bartzen formerty had chickens which 
his neighbors ehooed; Burg’s father was a 
shoemaker; Ragen is a shoe connolsaseur and 
has black shoes, tan shoes, leather shoes, 
cloth shoes, old shoes, new shoes, high shoes, 
low shoes, custom made shoes, and other 
shoes. 
‘These Hartray shoes, the commissioners 
say, were selected in a strictly impartial 
mariner. Despite their qualifications, they 
hesitated to select the best shoe, consider- 
ing “the quality and price thereon,”’ from 
the. Baldentified samples of the bidders. 

Then they hit upona lucky thought. They 
required each bidder to write plainiy his 
name upon a tag and then securely fasten 
the tag to his sample Then the commis 
sioners were experts enough to pick out the 
Hartray shoe with only one eye open and 
both hands tied behind their backs. 


What Mr. Hartray Thinks. 

Mr. Hartray of the firm bearing his name 
esserted yesterday without equivocation 
that his shoes far surpase those of his com- 
petitors and that the county is getting better 
shoes now than ever before in ite-history. 

This footgear ts for the country agent, who 
distributes it to the poor. Last year the 
board contracted for 16,130 paira, “ more or 
less.” This year they have contracted for 
18,060 pairs, “more or less.” They have 

_erdered various sizes tn the “ little gent’s,” 
youth’s, boy’s, child’s, missee’, men’s, and 
women'’s—the number and size of each de- 
pending directly upon the way the board be- 
Meves the hardships will fall. 

To illustrate, the board has a tip there will 
be twice as many men Hééding shoes next 
winter as last. They have contracted for 
men's shoes accordingly. 

The annval shoe contract ey one of the few 
wherein the advice of the superintendent of 
public service is not asked...Usually he is 
requested to submit his recommendation. 
Regarding shoes the board itself decides 
without advice. : 

The superintendent of public service was 
directed to advertise for bids. He ged the 
advertisement form which has been in use 
for years. That requires the biddergto sub- 
mit samples and specifications of thefr shoes. 
The bids must be made on forms supplied hy 
the superintendent, and they provide that 
each shoe shall be tagged with the bidder's 
name and price. 


Board Opens Bids. 

The board itself opens the bids, refers them 
to the public service committee, and that. 
committee in turn usually refers them toa 
subcommittee on outdoor relief. There are 
no records of when nor where subcommit- 
tees of this character meet, nor what busi- 
ness they transact. Records of the public 
service committee for last year and this do 
not indicate whether the shoe bids were con- 
fidered by a subcommittee. 

There were three bidders in 1911, the J. P. 
Hearitray Shoe company, Selz-Schwab com- 
pony, anc H. F. C. Dovenmuehle & Son. The 
fi'st and the last submitted two bids, each on 
different grades of shoes. The prices on the 
two grades of Hartray were lower than those 
of any other bidder, with one minor excep- 
tion. 

The board recommended that Hartray be 
gixen the contract “for all the shoes re- 
quired,’ because that firm had submitted the 
‘*lowest and most satisfactory bid." 

For the contract this year there were four 
Hartray, Dovenmuehle. Graves @& 
the Smith-Wallace Shoe com-

The contract for the men’s shoes, which in 
numbers amounted to less than one-twenty- 
fifth of the total pairs bought, was given to 
Graves & Rood. The rest was given to the 
Hartray firm. Regarding this contract the 
board proceedings read: 

“All bidders submitted samples, and after 
carefully considering the quality of the offer- 
ings and the prices quoted thereon, would 
recommend the above award.” 


Brother a Commissioner, 

The superintendent of public service de- 
clared emphatically that neither he nor any 
emplcyé of his office had anything to do with 
the award. Most of the commissioners have 
“forgetten ’’ what part. if any, they took 
in the transaction. They remembered the 
Hartray ehoe is a good shoe; in fact, the best 

offered the board. 

Harffay, the shoeman, has a brother, a 
lawyer. who also is a county jashestentoiner.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 10--{Special.} -— 
William Lorimer is to receivea gift of $35,000 
from the public treasury’ if the senate ac- 
cepts the recommendation of the special 
committee which investigated his purchaged 
election to that body. — 

Mr. Lorimer sent to the committee an ac- 
count of expenses. he-incurred in defending 
his seat. The itemized list totaled $136,000. 
The members of the committee expressed 
surprise at the size of the amount which 
Lorimer asked as reimbursement, but they 
decided by a majority vote that he was en- 
titled to some assistance. 


Asks Lump Sum of $35,000, 

Senator Dillingham, chairman of the com- 
mittee, has prepared a bill providing for the 
payment of a lump sum of $36,000 to Lorimer 
to be used as he may see fit in paying his ex- 
penses. The bill will contain also same 
items of compensation for employés of the 
committee, but the $10,000 fees to Attorneys 
Marble and Healy will be paid out of the 
contingent fund without further authoriza- 
tion by the senate. 

The Dillingham bill will be sent to the ap- 
propriations committee for inclusion in the 
general deficiency supply measure. The Lor- 
{mer item will precipitate a fight on the floor 
of the senate and may be beaten or great!, 
modified. 


Opposition to Gift. 

There is considerable opposition to the 
proposal to make a gift of public funds to 
any man whose election is found to have 
been procured by bribery and corruption, 
particularly as the establishment of that 
fact in the case of Lorimer already has cost 
the people approximately $175,000. 

Those who defend the proposal urge that 
as Lorimer was compelled to submit to two 
investigations he is entitled to some assist- 
ance. It is pointed out, however, that he 
declined, a $25,000 gift after the first in- 
vestigation and that he has less warrant 
for accepting public money now that he has 
failed of vindication. 


MILD EPIDEMIC OF TYPHOID 
DISCOVERED._IN WALL STREET 


Fever Blamed on Brand of Drinking 
Water Used by Banks and Brokerage 
Concerns. 


New York. Aug. 10.—[Special.]—A mild epi- 
demic of typhoid fever has been reported 
from the financial district within the last 
week or so, and has led ‘to an inquiry in 
the. banks, brokerage and law offices, and 
business concerns. 

In certain cases the fever has been at- 
tributed to the use of a brand of bottled 
spring water, and has led to:the substitu- 
tion of filtered water in some offices. 

An investigation today that cpvered only 
a few banks and brokerage offices developed 
eight casés and onedeath. Statements made: 
by officers of banks and employés of broker- 
age Offices indicated a genuine alarm over the 
situation and showed that the concern han- 
dling the brand of spring water in question 
has had a heavy correspondence lately from, 
the Wall street district, and in its defenee has 
sent out chemical reports ag to the purity of 
its product.

RATLROAD TO" AID’ FIGHT, | 


Pennsylvania ‘Joins Police in 
Trying to Stamp Out Fraud 
_on Foreigners. 


Following the complaint ef a man who said 
he was governor of a western state, who 
with his wife bad been “ roped in” "by the 
runner of a Soyth Cane! street labor emphoy- 
ment agency, the police and Pennsylvania 
rafiroad officials heve started en investiga- 
tion of these agencies and their methods. 

For some time the police of the Desplaines 
street station have been receiving complaints 
about extortion end swindling of ignorant 
foreigners by the agencies that Mne the west 
side of Canel street im the vicinity of the 
Union depot. Because the agencies were un- 
der the control of ‘the state labor commis- 
gioner, the police did not interfere except to 
report the compleints to the state official. 


Eight “Runners” Arrested. 

When he received the complaint from the 
governor, who refused to give his name, 
Lieut. Michael Gallery with several detect- 
ives made a tour of the agency district, with 
the result that eight runners for as many 
agencies were drrested. The police found 
several alleged victims of the system in the 
neighborhood, whom they also took to the 
station. One man, a Bulgarian, seid he had 
gone into an agency with $110 in his pocket 
and paid $2.60 fora jobat San Francisco. He 
then paid an additional! $10, he said, for rail- 
road fare to that city. Instead of getting 
transportation to the coast he got a ticket 
to Crete, Ill., to which place he went. 

On the train he discovered the rest of his 
money was missing. He continued the jour- 
ney to Crete, where he learned there was no 
such job as he had been assured awaited 
him. 

Another victim was found who also had 
paid $2.60 for a job at Salt Lake City and $10 
railroad fare. When he asked for the raill- 
road ticket, he said, he waa told he would 
have to wait a few days. 

Because of the technicality in the law gov- 
erning the prosecution of these agencies by 
the labor commissioner only, the police 
booked all the prisoners on charges of dls- 
orderly conduct. They will be given a hear 
ing next’ Thursday.

New York, Aug. 10.—([Special.)—Pierre 
Humbert Jr., a civil engineer, sailed today 
for Antwerp on the Mner Lapland, with hie 
wife and 4 year old daughter, in the hope 
of recovering from the effects of the adul- 
terated food he had eaten in this city. 

“The food is so bad in New York,” said 
Mr. Humbert, “ that no person can eat it 
with safety for any. length of time. The 
only .food that is fit to eat in this country is 
obtained in California, becauee in that state 
it is not stored for an indefinite time before 
being sold to the consumer. In England it 
is not permitted by law to keep food in cold 
storage beyond a certain period. 

“In New York and other large cities in 
the United States the cold storage of food 
is making us a nation of dyspeptics, and all 
the pure food laws and pure food experts 
the government may put into office will never 
have any effect until some of the laws are 
enforced and a few of the trust leaders put in 
jail. I can get good food in California, but 
Iam a New Yorker, and don’t wish to pass 
all my daye on the Pacific coast just to get 
something ¥ eat that will not injure my 
constitution. 


ATLANTA POLICE GET SLAYER 
OF TWENTY MULATTO GIRLS? 


Negro Confesses He Killed Two Wom- 
en and Saw Murder of Several] Oth- 
ers in Georgia City.

Atlanta, Ga, Aug. 10—[Special.]—Henry 
Brown, a negro. is believed by police to have 
been the ‘‘ Jack the Ripper "' who murdered 
and mutilated twenty mulatto girls in At- 
lanta during the last fifteen months. Brown, 
who was arrested on information furnished 
by his wife. has confessed he killed Eva 
Green and Sarah White, but he denies 
knowledge of the other eighteen murders. 

Brown's wife became suspicious because on 
every night that a woman was murdered. he 
would come home late and burn some of his 
clothing. She began to fear for her own life.’ 
and told the police of her suspicions, and 
Brown was arrested. 

While Brown saye he killed only two 
women, he is familiar with every “‘ Ripper ” 
murder among the negroes for the last twelve 
monthe, and he saye he saw several of them. 


FIGHT TWO BAD DISEASES. 


Treatment for Hookworm Patients Be- 
Heved to Be Beneficial in War 
Against Pellegra. 


Barboursville, Ky., Aug. 10—That the 
treatment being given to hookworm patients 
also benefits those aMlicted with pellegra was 
the information announced today by the 
state board of health and the scientists from 
the Rockefeller foundation fund, who are 
conducting experiments here.

worm epidemic, which has affected 20,000 


persons in thie state, is believed to be under 


control.

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TELLS HIS STORY TOMORROW. 
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Lientenant Maintains Innocence of the 
- °°. Resenthal Murder. 


New York, Aug. 10.—Jack Sullivan, under 
arrést in connection with the murder of Her- 
man Rosenthal, promised today he would 
go to District Attorney Whitman's office 
Monday and tell all he knows about the al-. 
leged connection of Police Lieutenant Beck- 
er with the murder. Sullivan made this 
agreement with Assistant District Attorney 
Smith. Unwilling to tell hie full story until 
he had seen Mr. Whitman, who is out of 
town over Sunday, Sullivan zaid to Mr; Smith 
he. had seen Becker in conversation with 
Jack Rose and Bridgte Webber a few hours 
after the murder. 

This corroborates the stories of other wit- 
nesses, indicating close relations between 
Becker and the men énvolved in the murder 
plot. Sullivan, denied, however, knowing 
previously anything about the plans to do 
away with Rosenthal,.and also denied he 
had driven away in the gray automobile in 
which the murderers escaped. 


Saw Becker and Rose Meet. 

Wihile on the scene ehortly after the 
killing, he went from the Hotel Metropole 
to Bridgie Webber’s gambling house on 
Forty-second street. He saw Becker and 
Rose conversing on the sidewalk, he said. 
Later they were joined by Bridgie and the 
three held a low toned conversation in which 
he was not permitted to join. 

Sullivan makes the sixth of the nine men 
under arrest for the murder who have 
squealed and the effect of the addition of 
another recruit upon Police Lieut. Becker, 
who still maintains he has nothing to con- 
fess, will be watched with interest by the 
prosecution. 

Efforts of representatives of District At- 
torney Whitman to trace Becker's bank de- 
posits resulted today in locating five more 
banks in which accounts were recorded in the 
names of Becker and his wife, representing 
altogether deposits of more than $25,000. 
All the deposits were made withia the last 
eight months. 

In one bank Becker was credited with 
$13,000. 


Two Others Bank $75,000, 

It was learned by the investigators’ that 
two police inspectors had made recent de- 
posits totaling together $75,000. Evidenceof 
graft taking against one of these inspectors 
iz in the hands of the district attoney, who 
will seek his indictment when the graft fea- 
ture of the case is taken up by the grand 
jury. 

Information charging that Becker turned 
over to “ those higher up "* more graft collec- 
tions than he, kept himeelf was obtained by 
Assistant District Attoney Smith today. 
Becker’s receipt, according to this evidence, 
amounted to avout $15,000 a month, but of this 
$10,000 went to the “ system.’

Police and Relatives Watch All 
* Incoming Trains, but She 
Fails to Appear. 


City detectives, Dr. J. O. Cobb, and friends 
of Mrs. Ethel Keating Boggess watched the 
arrival of all trains from Denver last night 
in the hope of finding the missing woman. 

Mrs: Boggess is the wife of Dr. John 8. 
Boggess of the United States marine hos- 
pital, and has been missing since Au. 2. 

Dr. Cobb said last night thet he was satis- 
fied that Mrs. Boggess was on a Rock Island 
train that would arrive in Chicago this 
morning at 7 o'clock from Denver. He said 
he had word from a relative of Mrs. Boggess 
in Denver that she hed been seen on the 
street there. 

According to dispatches received by the 
Chicago police yesterday the woman was lo- 
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cated in a Denver hotel, where she had been 
staying since Aug. 6. She registered under 
her own name. She left the hotel some time 
Friday, and was said to be bound for Chi- 
cago. Relatives and friends of the woman 
waited until a late hour at three railroad 
stations expecting her. 


Denver Chief Sends Telegram. 

A telegram received yesterday by the Chi- 
cago police from Chief of Police O'Neil) of 
Denver stated that Mrs. Boggesa had an- 
nounced that she was returning to Chicago. 

Dr. Cobb of the Marine hospital has had 
charge of the search in Chicago, and has 
made every effort tolocatethe woman. Soon 
as he heard Mrs. Bogges was on her way 
baek to Chicago he stationed several men 
at the different railroad stations, and then 
took guard over one himeelf. 

“The deacription given by the Denver au- 
thorities tallies with that which we sent 
out,” he explained, “and the fact that she 
wes registered at the hotel wnder her own 
name makes us believe that we have located 
Mrs. Boggess.” 

When the woman failed to make her ap- 
pearance in the city last night the doctor 
said he would continue the search. 


Think Woman’s Mind Unsettled. 

Afflicted by two paralyzed hands the wom- 
an is believed to have filed from the city 
while under mental stress. She was study- 
ing music unéer Fannie’ Bloomfield-Zeisler 
when the paralyris came. 

Mrs. Boggess fied tothe home of her father, 
T. J. Keating, a lawyer at Columbus, O., 
shortly after she became afflicted. She re- 
turmed last week and called up the Marine 
hospital, where until recently her husband 
had been stationed. She learned her hus- 
band had been transferred to Kaneas City, 
Mo. 


Evades Nurses and Disappears. 

She went to Kansas City and asked her 
husband to come back to Chicago with her. 
Placed in the care of several nurses, she was 
guarded night and day, but managed to evade 
them. Then she disappeared. It was said 
she had come to Chicago and search was 
begun here. 

At first it was believed that she had com- 
mitted suicide in the lake, as she used to 
take morning trips to the water almost daily. 
One day, in despair of her afmMfliction, she told 
her husband that she Intended to end her 
unhappy life in Lake Michigan. 


REGISTERED AS “MRS. BOGGENS.” 

Denver, Colo:, Aug. 10.—{Specia!.]—A wom- 
an who registered at the Brown Palace hotel 
here Aug. 6 as “ Mrs. Boggens,"’ with no 
initials, left the hotel about 8:30 Friday morn- 
ing, and the chief of police rays she went 
to Chicago on the Rock Island train, leay- 
ing at 9:05 a. m., and reaching Chicago at 2 
Dp. m. today.

Boys and Girls Intoxicated.

boys started a fight in the barroom and was 
evicted by the policeman of the, boat. 

*‘ Arrived in Chicago at 4:30 a.m. Was 
one of the first to leave the boat; stood on 
deck and saw five couples where the girls 
were under 18, and the boys about the same 
age, leave the boat. Some of the girls were 
asking, ‘ What will I say when I get home?’ 
Overheard another saying, ‘ I wil! tell mother 
I slept at Ida's, and sfie will believe me.’ 
One girl sald: ‘I will creep into the house, 
and when mother wakes up she will think I 
have been there all night.’ ” 


Urged for Three Years to Clean Up. 

Dean Sumner pronounced the lake excur- 
sions ae excellent recreation when the boats 
are well regulated. 

“This is the third year that agencies have 
been trying to get the companies to clean 
up,”” he said. “ The Juvenile Protective as- 
sociation has mede an inveetigation each year 
and brought the attention of the companies 
to conditione. The vice commission published 
in its reporte conditions found through in- 
vestigation. Last year the Union League 
club held a conference with the companies 
and demanded a change.

Roosevelt’s Frank Appeal to Peo- 
ple on New Issues May 
Bring Landslide. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C.} Aug. 10,—{Special.]— 
The most astute politicians were never more 
et sea as to the presidential situation 
throughout the country than they are now. 

There are three tickets in the feld—that 
ef the Republican party, the candidates of 
which are William Howard Taft of Ohio and 
James 8. Sherman of New York; that of 
the Democratic party, the candidates of 
which are Woodrow Wilson of New Jersey | 
and Thomas R. Marshall of Indiana, and 
that of the Progressive party, of which 
Theodore Roosevelt and Hiram W. Johnson 
are the nominees. 

On the face of things, political Washing- 
ton regards the Democratic ticket as the 
most likely to win. It generally is conceded 
that President Taft and Vice President 
Sherman have slight chance for reélection. 
Their only hope lies in the possibility that 
Wilson and Roosevelt will divide the radica! 
vote and that in this way the Republican 
candidates will gain the majority of the 
electoral college. 

Mr. Teft is handicapped by the defense 
he has made of the Aldrich law and his 
vetoes of tariff bills, by the way in which 
the Chicago nomination was procured for 
him, and by the unwillingness of a large 
mumber of the membérs of congress who are 
candidates for re#lection and other Repub- 
Hoan aspirants for office to support his cause 
with the people. ~ 

Wilson Trfes to Unite Party. 

Mr. Wilson, in his speech of acceptance, 
no less than by his action in consorting with 
‘the “bosses” of the Democratic party, is 
endeavoring apperentiy to unite his party 
and to hold under his banner the incongruous 
progressive and reactionary elements. .He 
is meeting with success so far as the poli- 
ticlane are concerned, for he is backed by 
Bryan and Murphy, by Kern and Taggart, 
by Lea and Sullivan, and by other men 
equally opposed in their views and action. 
But whether he is strengthening himeelf by 
this policy remains to be seen 

The New Jereey governor was nominated 
at Baltimore in epite of the Murphys, the 
‘Ryans, and the Belmonts. He won because 
the rank and file of the Democratic party are 
progressive and because they forced their 
will upon the- bosses. 

The Roosevélt-Johnson appeal for support 
is frankly redical. There is no effort to 
conciMate the politicians, no attempt to seek 
the favor of “diy business.” Wer is pro- 

claimed upon special interests and special 
privilege, and upon the bosses they have used 
to facilitate their. nefarious plundering of 
the public, The platform adopted strikes at 
the foundation upon which privilege stands— 
the exploitation of human and natural re 
sources. 

Task for Col. Roosevelt. 

Ool. Roosevelt believes that what he stands 
for wi!l be approved by the smal) business 
man, the wage earner and the farmer, and 
it is these three classes of: the American 
voters to which he looks fot aid in secur- 
img victory at the polls in Ngyem ber. 

To wia, the Progressive party must se- 
cure the greater part of the darge independ- 
ent vote, and also draw from the ‘Republican 
and Democratic strength. It does not take 
one long to realize that this is a herculean 
task. In the first place, a tremendops amount 
of organizing work must be ddne. 

The Republican party has an excelient or- 
ganization in some states, but has loat it in 
others as a result of progressive success. 
The Democratic party has a flourishing or- 
ganization in a number of states, but in eth- 
ers, where it has been constantly beaten. 
it has not-a good machina It goes almost 
without saying that, possessing experience 
workers, both the old parties are infinitely 
better off at this moment than is the Pro- 
gressive party.. 


Progressives Full of Zeal. 

A glance over the Progressive convention 
showed comperatively few men with any 
knowledge of the political game. But their 
inexperience is counterbalanced to some ex- 
tent by the almost religious fervor which ts 
inspiring them. This was apparent both in 
the convention and in the committee meet- 
ings. They feel they have a mission. They 
intend to work with all their heart and soul 
to epread their gospel, and they will havea 
powerful aid in the principles to secure eo- 
cial and industrial justice which their plat- 
form proclaime.

The Illinois and Chicago Civil Service Re- 
form associations, in an effort to defeat the 
passage by congress of the legislative, execu- 
tive and- judicial appropriation bill, alleged 
to contain a rider designed to undermine the 
merit system in the service at Washington.

In the letter it is pointed out that the two 
bodies are nonpartisan and are working 
for efficiency. in the public service. The 
rider designed to undermine the merit sys- 
tem in the service at Washington is called 
to the attention_of the president. 

Among the reasons given why the Dill 
should be vetoed are that ‘“‘the rider is an 
ignoble dodge of the demand for honorable 
retirements in case of old age andYong serv- 
ice and systematic efficiency investigations 
and records, with tenure for employés during 
good behavior and efficiency, and removals of 
them for proven misconduct of inefficiency. 

“Tt is unfair to undermine the civil) serv- 
ice law by legislation inserted in an appro- 
priation bill,”" concludes the -letter.

The London papers 
have not as yet taken up_the matter on their 
own account, but have opened their columns 
to letters pointing out an identification of the 
guffraget organization with periodicals ad- 
yancing what is politely called “most ad- 
yenced views on the sexual question.” 

The vagaries in this direction as published 
in Free Woman were the subject of such se- 
vere strictures that the Rev. C, Hirseliff, 
gecretary of the Church League of Woman's 
Guffrage, was obliged to come out with a 
disclaimer as to his approval. 

Earl Percy, who was the original exposer 
' of this phase of suffragism, gets back with @ 
demonstration that Free Woman wes in- 
dorsed by the organ of the National Union of 
Woman's Suffrage Societies, which twice 
“welcomed” the appearance of’ Free 
Woman. 

Indorsed by a Clergyman. 

Earl Percy further shows that the evR _D. 
W. F. Cobb, a member of the church league, 
published letters on July, 11 and 18 in Free 
Woman, cordially indorsing that publication 
and that one of these letters appeared in 
close proximity to an article on “ The chil- 
éren of the State,’’ which advocates freedom 
of parentage, and that the second ome wae 
in juxtaposition to an article on “ The Im- 
morality of the Marriage Contract.”’ 

Besides all this the monthly organ of the 
Church League of Woman's Suffrage con- 
tains an article by Miss Maude Royden, an 
eficer of a suffrage organization, headed 
“Freedom and the Vote,”’ in which she ar- 
gues that women at present live under a des- 
potism and advocates certain practices which 
are now subject to criminal prosecution in 
every civilized country in the world. 

Thus Free Woman and its doctrines are 
put up not only to the suffrage organiza- 
tions, but even to the clerical advocates of 
yotes for women. 


Shock to the Conventional. 

An examination of Free Woman for the 
last three months shows fully a third of its 
space has been given up to the advocacy of 
foctrines which are at least conventionally 
considered immoral, under such headings as 
“Comrade Love,” “ Problems of Celibacy,” 
“Spinters and Art,” “‘ Sex Equality,”’ * En- 
dowment of Motherhood,’’ ‘‘ Neomalthueian- 
iemi,’’ *' Men, Mind, and Morals,” and “‘ The 
Right to Love.”’” These headlines sufficiently 
suggest to the wise the character of the 
questions discussed. 

In a letter to the Times last Wednesdey 
G. M. Godden directs attention to certain 
literature which is peddled from the book- 
shops of the suffrage erganizations. Taking 
stip from an earlier letter he visited three 
of the accredited advertised establishments 
of this character in Kensington, Paddington, 
tnd Charing Cross road. 

From among the penny to sixpenny books 
and pamphiets he purehased the following: 
“Sex War and Woman's Suffrage,’ “ The 
Bar of Isis,”” “A Holy War,” *‘ The Relation 
of the Sexes,”” “* The Awakening of Women.” 

Calls the Literature Bad. 

After perusing these documents Mr. Godden 
mays:

LONDON, Aug. 10,-—Indications are not 
wanting that the ferninist movement ip Eng- 
land, Mike the labor union medness and all 
other political and social excesses, is due to 
distinct and undeniable wrongs that have 
long been crying in vain for redress.

More than 72 per cent of all the girls in the 
dress and millinery workshop trades earn 
lese then 5 shillings ($1.25) a week, while few 
rise above 10 shillings ($2.50), and a neglible 
number are above 15 ($3.75).

in the cage of women 
Women Workers Handicapped. 

Two fundamental causes underlie the low 
standard of women’s wages. First is the 
low estimate in which women’s work is al 
ost universally held and second is the double 
tesk of the wage earning woman—that is to 
gay, her duty of home labor in addition te 
wage earning.

Found in Provincial Town. 


QUEEN’S SOLACE IN PRISON. 


Leaf Contains the Last Words Written 
by the Unhappy Woman. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, Aug. 10.—Buried in a provincial 
town for generations, .a priceless historica) 
relic has just been brought to light. It is 
Marie Antbdinette’s prayer book which she 
took with her into prison and in which she 
wrote her last thoughts. 

The volume wae printed. in 1757 and waa 
entitled “ Office of the Divine Providence for 
the Use of the Royal House of Saint Louis St. 
Cyr and of All the Faithful.” 

The book is-richly bound in olive green 
moroeco and stamped with gold lace work, 
fleur de lis, and cross, but the binding has 
suffered severely from revolutionary zeal, 
much of the gold ornamentation having been 
roughly defaced with a knife. 


Last Written. Words of Queen. 

In order to remove any possible doubt of 
its authenticity Georges Cain, the well 
known Paris antiquarian, has had the writ- 
ing examined by one of the principal French 
handwriting experts, who declares there ig 
not the slightest doubt that the “Office’’ con- 
‘tains the last words ever penned by the un- 
happy queen. They are: “Oct. M4, 4:30 
morning. May God have pity on me! My 
eyes have no more tears to weep for you, my 
poor children. Adieu, adieu. 

* MARIS ANTOINETTS.” 

This memento of the last of the old French 
monarchy belongs to the library of Chalons- 
sur-Marne, to which town it was originally 
brought by the daughter of Citizen Courtier, 
the deputy who was charged with the exam- 
ination ef Robespierre’s papers after the lat- 
ter’s death. 

Found. in BRobespierre’s Bed. 

Finding this book with other souvenirs of 

the royal family concealed fn the false bot- 
tom of Robespierre’s bed, Courtiers, it is stat- 
ed, kept them in his possession, hoping to be 
able to sell them for a large amount to the 
Bourbon family if they should ever return 
to power. . 
‘In 1818, however, they Were seized by the 
authorities, with the exception of this single 
volume, which remained in.the Courtiers 
family, passing afterward from hand to hand 
until it was acquired in 1685 by the Chaiens- 
sur-Marne library. De

LONDON, Aug. 10.—Parliament has risen 
until October, and the members have scat- 
tered in «jl directions to recuperate after 
an exciting session. 

Neo new reputations have meen made, but 
one, at least, hae come perilously near be- 
ing lost—that of the leader of the opposi- 
tion. In. the inner circles of the unionists 
the hope is often expressed that Mr. Balfour ~ 
will agaim take the leadership of the party, 
and, ag @ matier of fact, it is always “Prince 
Arthur,” as Punch'e “Toby M. P™ de 
scribes him, who speaks with the most eu- 
thority from the opposition benches when 
any specially important matter is under 
debate. 

It is unlikely, however, that Mr. Balfour 

will resume his former labora, and, for 
want of another better man, Mr. Bonar 
Law will probably continue to lead the op- 
position until the pendulum, which now ap- 
pears to be ewinging in the unionist direc- 
tion, brings the Tortes into power. 
‘Then the question of the unionist leader- 
ship will become a@ problem which will prob- 
ably be solved by recourse fo the upper 
house. 


Describes the Parliamentarians. 

Meanwhile one of the parliamentary ocorre- 
spondents, Charies Dilnot, has been giving 
the Daily Mail a series of sketches of leading 
parliamentarians, which show some points of 
difference between the real man and the 
popular impression. 

“ What,” says Mr. Dilnot, “is the popular 
impression of Premier Asquith—an impas- 
sive, dignified, restrained statesman, cold to 
the verge of iciness, &@ man impervious to 
criticism and indifferent to praise? 

“The picture is all wrong. Mr. Asquith is 
one of the most sensitive men in the house. 
See him under a telling attack from the front 
of the opposition bench. He fidgets, blushes; 
he frowns, shrugs his shoulkiers. 

“This shrug of the shoulders is a fatthful 
signal, indicating the prime minister's em- 
barrasement I, is something of a writhe and 
something of a wriggle. Whenever he haa 
to answer @ particularily awkward question 
or refute an unusually clever argument, Mr. 
Asquith’s shoulders writhe and shrug and 
wriggsie and the action announces to all the 
house that the premier fb in difficulties. 


Law Uses His Hands. 

“ Mr.- Bonar Law's temperament is re- 
vealed not by his shoulders but by his hands. 
He begins by placing them palms down on 
his diepatch box. He folds them, oniy to 
replace on the box. The next moment he 
is clutching the-lapels of his coat. 

“ Mr. Bonar Law’s mood is never reflected 
in his face. That always remains as com- 
posed and noncommitta) as the expression 
of an expert poker player, but when he is 
possessed by strong emotion Mr. Bonar 
Law’s hands seem to contain the nerves 
of his entire syetem. 

“Perhaps the most fascinating study in 
the house is Mr. Lioyd-George. He is imper- 
fous, erratic, impatient, sometimes spark- 
ling to sunshine, sometimes sullen in shadow. 
He has the smile of a child and the pugnac- 
ity of a prize fighter. When attacked his 
eyes harden and hie mouth tightens.

He is as cool asan iceberg and about 
ag relentless. He has few gestures. He is 
deliberate, logical, and imperturbeble.

VIEWS DOUBTED BY EXPERT. 


Declares That Solid Nourishment Will 
Continue in Vogue. 


[BY CABLE<TO THE cHrcaGo TRIBUNE.) | 

PARIS. Aug. 10.—The assertion of Prot. 
Bergonie, the Bordelois scientist, that high | 
frequency electric currents can take the place 
of ofdinary food is meeting with much skep- 
tical comment from other savanta. 

Dr. Moutter, who under the name of “ dar- 
sonvalisation ” has created a method of cur- 
ing arterio-sclerosis by the high frequency 
current and is regarded as the greatest living 
master of electric therapeutics, admits thar 
Dr. Bergonie is a high authority and that 
his experiments are important, but he 
not consider it possible that food, as ordi- 
narily consumed, can be displaced by eleo- 
tricity. 

Can Cut Down Food. : 

“Up te the present,” he states, “ we know 
that by electricity it is possible to warm «a 
chilled organism and even to introduce into 
it a certain quantity of energy under the 
form of heat. Thus we can undegstand how 
@ person electrified in this manner can cut 
down ordinary nourishment. 

“ As a matter of fact the quantity of food 

to maintain life is much less in 
summer than in winter, and leas in hot coun- 
tries than in cold. But it does not seem to 
me that electricity alone can take the place 
of solid nourishment.” 
Catches Parisians’ Fancy. 

Meanwhile Bergonie’s assertions have 
taken a great hold on the fancy of Parisians, 
and pictures are drawn of electric restau- 
rants of the future with customers calling for 
a small current well done, followed by a few 
sparks “ sur le plat ” and a short circuit “& 
la mAitre d’hotel.” 


MUSSULMANS ON RAMPAGE 
MASSACRE 140 BULGARIANS. 


Butchery at Kotschana, European Tur- 
key, Lasts Three Hours—Bomb Ex- 
plosion Started Trouble. 


USKUP, European Turkey, Aug. 10.—De- 
tails of the maszacre of Bulgarians by Mus- 
gulmans on Aug. 2 at Kptschana, fifty miles 
to the southwest of this city, show the butch- 
ery lasted three hours and that more than 
140 Bulgarians were killed. 

The trouble began with the explosion of a 
bomb on the crowded market square. Five 
Bulgarians and six other persons were killed. 
Five minutes later a second bomb exploded 
in the same place, causing further fatalities. 

Soon afterward bands of Mussulmans ap- 
peared armed with guns, revolvers, knives, 
and clubs, with which they carried out a 
wholesale butchery of Bulgarigns, Turkish 
officials looking on. 

Later on Turkish troops arrived, bat fn- 
stéad of arresting the Mussulmans made a 
house to house search for Bulgarians, many 
of whom they drove to prison with their 
hands bound. 

One hundred and forty bodies were found 
in the vicinity, more than a hundred of them 
being piled up in the courtyard of the Bul- 
garian church. Much looting was done dur- 
ing the day. All those arrested were Chris- 
tians. : 


TROOPS FROM SAN ANTONIO

Cavalry Leaves by Train—Sierra Blanca 
Center of Border Difficulty—Other

Ei Paso, Tex., Aug. 10.—Col. B. Z. Steever, 
in command of Fort Bliss, has received word 
that a troop of cavalry left San Antonio to- 
day by train for Sierra Blanca, the center of 
the border difficulty. 

This is in addition to the treop of the Third 
cavalry marching along the border to the 
east. 

The latter arrived early today at Fort 
Ftancock, forty miles west of Sierra Blarica, 
and joined there a company of the Twenty- 
second infantry, which was dispatched from 
El Paso yesterday.

This exultation is rather overdone, as the 
seat has been nearly always Tory and was 
only won im recent years by Winston 
Churchill's commanding personality and the 
Gread of all the cotton lords, Liberal or Tory, 
of their industry being ruined by protection. 

The Tory candidate was so conscious that 
the protection idea was an impossible barrier 
to victory that he denied protection as an 
issue and the Tory free traders who sup- 
ported him begged him to say as little as pos- 
sible on the subject. 


Liberal Defeat Expected. 

The defeat of the Liberals wea anticipated 
from the beginning Gor several reasons.

It was built in 1640 on the uttermost 
point of the Ile Saint Louis, by the architec- 
tural genius, Levan, for Jean-Baptiste Lam- 
bert, secretary of the King of France, and 
‘was decorated by the two greatest painters of 
the time, Lesueur and Le Brun. 


Overlooks the Seine. 

At night especially the Hotel Lambert, asit 
oontinued to be called, even after having be- 
come the Palais Czartoryski,. seems like 
unto some enormous vessel advancing its 
haughty prow between the double flood of the 
Seine, the waters of which part before its 
majesty with a continual murmur of tiny 
crystalline waves. 

When the sun gleams upon the centenarian 
trees of its admirable gardens and on its 
high stone walls and terraces, bronzed by 
age, it surprisingly resembles those fantastic 


fortresses drawn by Dore when plying his 


most imaginative pencil. But, whén one has 
Passed through its ogival portals in the days 
of Princess Marguerite, one found onexelf in 
fairyland indeed! 

An enfilade of falons, high ceiled or 
groined as cathedrals are, were draped and 
tapestried with antique brocades of faded 
green and faded red-golds; hanging lamps 
of precious metals, oriflammes and ‘‘étan- 
Gards” brought from Poland, as also from 
seme casties of old France, ivories and sii. 
ver, copper and priceless woods met the eye 
om every side. 


Princess Adored Flowers. 

Flowers, too, ahd rare plants of gorgeous 
foliage, filled every deep embrasure, every 
nook and corner, for Prince Ladislaus ‘‘Mar- 
guerite des Marguerites” adored them, and 
often declared that she could not live with- 
out them, her very looks giving weight to 
this staying, since she herself made her 
friends think of one, with her supreme ele- 
gance, her tall, slender form, her delicately 
moided face, crowned by a wea!th of s!lver- 
biond hair, and the graceful attitudes in 
which she fell, absolutely naturally and in- 
voluntarily. 

It was there that the present prince was 
born, while the fiancé of Archduchess Mech- 
tilde saw the light first at Sielec, near In- 
trotchin, in Posnania. 

The Czartoryskias are but one of the 
really great houses of Poland, for there are 
many besides that deserve the lofty p’ace 
they occupy In Europe's “ libre d' oro.” 


Liven Things Up. 

Russian Poland is the least unhappy look-, 
ing of all the Polands. But that is thanks to 
the Ruseians, who in spite of their bad rep- 
utation, liven things up a good deal in War- 
saw, as at other spots, and that, too, in the 
face of the rigid sadness of these unwilling 
subjects of theirs.

Country Will Be Benefited,

LONDON, Aug. 10.—The end of Turkey.is 
not yet. Though the diplomats etill speak 
of the situation as serious, it is evident to all 
that the worst of the crisisi# past. In fact, it 
@eems as if the porte is likely to come out 
better now than at any time since the Italien 
war 

Not all of the powers are ready to take 
advantage of the breaking up of the Ottoman 
empire; they prefer to see the country tran- 
quil and orderly, and therefore wil? use their 
best offices to see it safely through its dim- 
culties without and within. : 

The Young Turke’ committee of union and 
progress, despite its lust for power and its 
unreasoning self-concentration, quaile be- 
fore the responsibility of starting a civil war. 

Despite the rumor that Djemal Bey has 
taken to the hills to organize an armed re- 
sistance - against the erder dissolving 

* Telaat Bey’s parliament,” it ie improbable 
that any resistance will be made. There is 
much reason to think that no considerable 
part of the army will side with them. A 
protest of the officers on July 7 is explained 
as referring only to the punishment of mu- 
tineers. 


Soldiers Will Not Rebel. 

The Salonica dispatches today‘ say that 
deciarations received from officers at Mon- 
astir, Janina, Uskub, Adrianople, and’Smyr- 
na assure support of the committee of union 
and progrese only on that point, but as re- 
gards the dissolution of the chamber and the 
new cabinet it is asserted that the officers 
have full confidence in the government and 
will adhere to no political party, and will 
obey only the orders of the war minister. 

Besides all this, Ghazi Mukhtar’s govern- 
ment is showing no small capacity for deal- 
ing with the crisis. He met the internal dan- 
ger by a proclamation of martial law in the 
chief cities and threats to arrest the Young 
Turk leaders for: seditious utterances and 
acts. 

The disselution of the chamber had an in- 
stantaneous pacificatory effect upon Albania, 
where groups were broken up and hostilities 
were suspended pending conferences on con- 
cessions. 

The Montenegro peril was also averted by 
the moderate course of the withdrawal of 
troops! from disputed borderland and the ap- 
pointment of delegates to meet Montenegrin 
officials and adjust differences. 


Bulgarian Hotheads Thwarted, 
Even the Maceconian conflagration was 
averted by the nomination of a commission 
to inquire into the Kotchana masgacre, in 
which influential Bulgarians are giving a 
guarantee of fair play. It is thus made im- 
possible for Bulgarian hotheads to force the 
Sofia government to a rash military move, 
Russia is further aiding in the solution of 
the border problems by putting preseure on 
Cettinje and Sofia in the interest of peace. 

The brightest point, however, in the course 
of the new ministry is the evident tendency 
to stop the war with Italy. It seems true 
that unofficial mediators of the two powers 
are to meet in Geneva and patck upa treaty. 
Turkey has little to hope for in these negoti- 
ations as Italy completely controls the sit- 
vation in North Africa and the Avgean sea. 


MME. MAETERLINCK TO TOUR 
FRANCE IN HUSBAND’S PLAYS. 


Idea of Special Theater in Paris for 
Playwright Delayed—Company to 
Start in Provinces. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, Aug. 10.—The scheme for a Meeter- 
linck theater, which has been in a state of 
incubation for several years, reached a defi- 
nite stage this week, when Georgette Le 
Bianc (Mme. Maeterlinck), who will direct 
the company and take the leacing parts, an- 
nounced her plans. 

The idea of founding a special playhoure 
in the middle of Parise for the performance 
of Meeterlinck's pieces and the first produc- 
tion of his new works has been abandoned 
for the present, but a company is to be or- 
ganized, which, under Mme. Le Blanc’s man- 
agement, will meke a continuous tour of 
France with a complete repertoire of the 
Belgian writer's plays. 

Opening at Nice in February, the company 
will work its way by easy stages up to Paris, 
where it will occupy one of the principal 
theaters for the season. Toward the end of 
the season Mme. Le Blanc will takethecom- 
pany for a tour of several months in the 
French provinces, visiting nearly all the 
towns where she is likely to find a suffi- 
ciently appreciative public. 

Among the artistic events of next season 
will be the production of an opera with a 
libretto by Anatole France, who for the first 
time, tries his hand at this branch of litera- 
ture. The work is an adaptation of hie ‘‘Cor- 
inthian Wedding,’ produced at the Odeon 
several years ago. 

The music is by Henri Busser, long con- 
ductor of the National Opera house, whose 
composition, “ Light,’’ so delighted Mr. 
France after he heard it for the first time 
that he immediately invited the composer to 
help as a collaborator. 

The opera will be in three acts and a pro- 
logue and will follow closely the story of 
the play, which deals with the conflict be- 
tween love end religion. The music is said 
to be extremely fine, with a remarkable use 
of liturgical motives. 

This partnership of the most famous writer 
of modern France with a member of the 
most advanced musical school is regarded 
as a remarkable sign of the times. 


BIRDS SHOW INTELLIGENCE | 
IN°THE FORESTS OF FRANCE. 


Return to Regions of Aerodromes After 
Discovery That Monoplanes and Bi- 
planes Are Not Their Foes,

PARIS, Aug. 10.—An extraordinary in- 
stance of the intelligence of birds forms the 
subject of a letter just received by the min- 
ietry of agriculture from an inspector of 
forests in connection with the approaching 
opening of the shooting season. 

Some time ago the inepector received com- 
plaints trom sportemen that quail and part- 
ridges had become scarce in certain dig- 
tricts. On examining the matter he found 
the birds had deserted the regions in which 
aeiodromes had been installed. Seemingly 
they took the monoplanes and’ biplanes for 
enormous birds of prey. 

Finding after some time, however, that 
their ranks were not thinned by the strange 
creatures hovering overhead, partridges and 
quail dispatched scouts to the aerodromes to 
examine the air craft at close quarters. The 
result of the investigations of these feathered 
envoys Was evidently reassuring; for the

Suicide of. ‘German a Lawyer, 


After Losing Fortune, 
“Uncovers Evil. - 


FORTUNES WON AND LOST 


Government Probably . Will Not 
Act, ‘as It Is Chary About 
Giving Up Its Rakeoff.

PARIS, Apg. 10.~The suicide this week of 
Paul: Michaelis. a Berlin lawyer, after the 
loses of his fortune at the Exgbien casino, 
just outside of Paris, has drawn public at- 
tention to the enormous growth of the gam- 
bling craze in Frence. 

Michaelis arrived at Baghien at the end 
of last month with $3,000.in cash. The day 
after his arrival he staked and lost the whole 
amount at the casino. On the following even- 
ing $600 raised on his. jewelry went the same 
way. 

Every morning afterward he wired to Ber~ 
lin for remittances. of many thousands, which 
regularly disappeared on the same evening 
under the croupier’s rake. This continued 
until all of his money was lost. 

Last Monday, after writing a farewell let- 
ter to his wife, he.left his hotel and drowned 
himself in the Seine, the boiy. being found 
two days: afterward. 


Awake to Gambling Evil. 

The incident has' made a deep impression 
in Paris andthe public is awakening to the 
fact that gambling and betting at resorts 
near the capital are becoming more marked 
every year. 

Four years ago the takings of French ca- 
sinos from petits chevaux and cards amount- 
ed to $5,750,000 during twelve months. Statis- 
tics for last year show an increase of nearly 
$4,000,000, the total having thus almost 
doubled. 

The amount raked in by the croupters. in 
gaming rooms during the season of 1911 wae 
$9,605,118. Of this sum more than two-thirds 
was yielded by various card games, petits 
chevaux accounting for the rest. 

Against the outcry which is being raised 
for the revocation of gambling it is urged 
that the state cannot afford to dispense with 
the 15 per cent it gets from the gross takings. 
and which it devotes to charity endowments, 
hygiene, and other works of public utility. 
This revenue, which last year reached $1,440,- 
000, has since the lww was parsed in 1907 
yielded over $5,000,000. 


Racecourse Betting Increases. 

A similar upward movement in racecourse 
betting has also attracted attention. Laet 
month alone, according to the official fig- 
ures, the money staked at the Paris pari- 
mutuels totaled over $5,350,000, being an in- 
crease of $530,000 over July of last year. 
During the first seven months of thie year 
the amount taken in at pari-mutuels was 
$48,850,000, being $1,250,000 more than was 
registered for the same period in 1911. The 
proportion of the pari-mutuels takings de- 
ducted last year by the tréasury for public 
institutions amounted to $3,000,000, 

Comment is widely made that the scarcity 
of money and the increased cost of living so 
much complained of seem to have no effect 
whatever on the continually increaaing river 
of gold which flows, into the betting booths 
and gambling casinos of the country. 


PARTY OF FRENCH IN BERLIN. 


Visit Arranged for the Purpose of 
Promoting Good Relations Be- 
tween Nations. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

BERLIN, Aug. 10.—Berlin was invaded to- 
day by 1,200 French men and women who 
arrived last night for a visit arranged by 
the Journal D’ Allemagne, a French news- 
paper published {n Berlin, which worked up 
the excursion on the theory that if the Ger- 
mans and French Intervisited more it wauld 
be understood better that neither was eager 
for war or friction in their relations. 

Among the visitors are many senators, dep- 
uties, university professors, physicians, man- 
facturers, writers and merchants. They 
were greeted most cordially by a committee 
of the French colony of Berlin and gpent 
the day promenading the streets and sight- 
seeing. 

They will stay until Thursday. The visitors 
are plainly impressed by the attentions 
showered upon them by the Germans.

Frisco Intends to Build 50 Miles of 
Track to Bring Road Near Al! the 
Cultivated Land.

San Benito, Tex , Aug. 10.—(Specia! }— With 
che announcement that the stockholders of 
the San Antonio and Rio Grande Valley In- 
terurbe”" railway company will hold a méet- 
ing wa Oct. 2 to authorize the issuance of 
$10,000,000 bonds comes the authoritative 
statement that the Frisco railroad interests, 
which are behind this project, have adopted 
plans for making it one of the most remark- 


able systems of railways in the United 


States. 

It is to be distinctly a farmers’ transporta- 
tion enterprise, the primary purpose being 
to place every tract of cultivated land In the 
lower Rio Grance valley and the gulf coast 
region within one mile of the railroad. The 
plans call for the construction of approxi- 
mately 959 miles of adcitioral track, there 
peing ferty-five miles now finished and in 
operation. 

It will gridiron the extreme southern part 
of Texas and serve as 4 feedér.for the St. 
Louis, Brownsville and Mexico, which ts a 
Frisco property.

HE theatrical manager, when given an 

'. @pportunity to discuss the institution 

of which he represents the practical 

and financial phase, usually feels called 

upon to display the sagacity and in- 

fallibility of his Office, He would have the 

public understand that he, as a business man 

of the theater, is almost omniscient. He 

gestures, verbally, with the scepter of em- 
pire, and strikes the pose of an autocrat. 

But I must approach the topic in a more 
humble manner. I know that the theatrical 
manager iss only the subject of his people. 
I regard the theater as a democracy, and the 
manager only as the official who counts the 
ballots. He can be sure of nothing until the 
returns are in; he may have his opinion 
about the worth of a production, but he must 
wait upon the judgment of the typist and 
the salesgirl, the bookkeeper and the clerk, 
before that opinion becomes conviction. 
When he has received that verdict he knows; 
until it Is registered he has been merely 
guessing, more or less shrewdly, according 
to his lights and experience. 

And, no matter how vast his ¢xperience or 
how cunning his insight, he always goes t@a 
first night of one of his own productions 
with fear and trepidation in his heart. If 
the public agrees with him and reports his 
experiment a success, he naturally votes 
after the election with emphasis, persuading 
himself and his associates of his extreme 
wisdom; but just the same he never knew 
until the people told him. 


— 

One might illustrate this argument with 
endless examples. The list of plays that have 
been rejected by manager after manager as 
unfit for production, only tascore a sweeping 
triumph at last. contains hundreds of titles. 
For this reason the recent proclamation of a 
prominent New York manager to the effect 
that he would return unopened every manu- 
script which came into his office unsolicited 
impresses me as being highly presumptuous. 
This particular manager, it happens, only 
makes a couple of productions each season. 
and therefore does not need to maintain a 
play reading staff to search for available ma- 
terial; but at the same time it was nothing 
but impertinent for him to make his an- 
nouncement with such a floyrish of trumpets. 

During my six years as a producing man- 
ager im Chicago I have been concerned with 


sixteen productions, and that has been ex- 


perience enough to teach me to reserve 
judgment until the public indorses my own 
opinion. I must add, without any desire to 
boast, that none of those sixteen productions 
has failed; but this good fortune makes me 
more and more cautious as the catalogue 
of successes grows. In every one of them, 
however, there have been minor failures— 
scenes, or songs, Or players counted upon 
for absolute success, but recording com- 
plete failures. | 

I .have learned to keep something in re- 


serve to substitute for a weak spot imme- 


diately after the first performances: and I 
have seen only too often that the weak spofs 
were those regarded during rehearsals as 
the strongest.

There is one incident in particular which 
supports my argument—e scene in the mu- 
sical comedy called ‘‘ Honeymoon Trail,” 
produced under my auspices several seasons 
ago. It was so funny that the company e}- 
ways broke down with laughter when re- 
hearsing it.

he was rightfully the leader; .I thought the 
scene was extremely amusing, but I advised 
the comedian to wait until after the first trial 
performance, telling him that if he wanted 
to get into the acené then he coulédoso, But 
that scene never saw two performances. 
The audience at the premiére watched ft 
with a blank stare and heard its laughable 
lines in deadly silence. To them it was an 
intolerable bore. There was something vi- 
tally wrong with the episode which none of us 
professional theatrical people had observed; 
and thet waa its lack of plausibility. It wag 
too grotesque to have happened, even in a 
musical comedy, and therefore the audience 
refused to laugh. 

I might cite another instance, which has to 
do with a song. The “song hit’ of every 
musical production always is selected, long 
before the piece is staged, by a jury of music 
‘publishers and song writers. 

These gentlemen are very positive in their 
ideas. They can locate a " hit” as soon as 
they hear the title of the song and two bars 
of the music~so they think. When I staged 
“ The Prince of Tonight” the lyric experts 
voted unanimously for a college ballad en- 
titled ‘‘Her Eyes are Blue for Yale/’* It 
would sweep the country, so they declared; 
and they printed t song fh bales, to be 
ready for thed d. 

At the first performances “ Her Eyes Are 
Blue for Yale” turned indigo; It couldn’t 
take more than two encores, while a song 
which the musical wiseacres had overlooked. 
“I Wonder Who's Kissing Her Now?’ 
took allahe honors. 

The music publishers did not know what 
to do with their warehouses ful) of “ Her 
Eyes are Blue for Yale ''—and didn't have 
enough copies ready to supply the demand 
for “1 Wonder Who's Kissing Her Now?’ 
Again it was a case of never knowing unt!! 
the public tells us.

The manager may analyze and theorize to 
hie heart's content; he may give nine differ. 
ent economic reasons for the catastrophes of 
the old season and the prospects for the new: 
but he inevitably encounters the epigram 
spoken by Rose Stah! in ‘‘ The Chorus Lady "’ 
—It’s always a bad season for bad shows.” 
For this reason when I am tempted to indulge 
in such*recreation. I do it in the privacy 
of my office. The year of a presidentia) carm 
paign is traditionally regarded as bad for the 
theater; but with political excitement al) 
about, that myth does not worry me in the 
slightest. Automobiles ere another standard 
excuse of recent opeation, but I see motor 
cars at the curb of every theater before and 
after the performance. So I will not at- 
tempt prophecy about the coming season: [f 
the public ts pleased by what it finds on the 
stage the season will take care of Itgelf. 

The traditions of * show business "—using 
that word to designate the box office aspect 
of the theater—are merely an assortment 
of prejudices for the use of the manager 
when he wants to persuade h!mself that he 
hasn't made a mistake. 

One of these traditions was to the effect 
that Chicago's old reputation as a ‘“‘ summer 
show town’ had been shattered beyond re- 
pair. I ran courmter to it and similar ideas 
when I staged “A Modern Eve’ 
for a summer run ijate In the spring of a sea- 
son which had been Calamitous. The result 
ie that ‘A Modern Wve" is now tn Its sev- 
enteenth week at the Garrick theater, and. 
will play there indefinitely; moreover, tn 
business ft has surpassed al! of Chicago's

STEALING PUBLIC WATER POWER. 
When the convention excitement has died 
down the people of the United States will 
-learn that malefactors in congresg took ad- 
vaeutage of the time when the searchlight of 
publicity was pointed elsewhere to attempt 
to pass an omnibus dam bill giving to the 
power trusts the government rights in mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of power sites. 

The plan was engineered by the custom- 
ary bipartisan clique, and was defeated by 
the codjperation of the honest men of all 
factions. Gifford Pinchot of the Pro- 
gressives; Secretary of War Stimson, Re- 
pwdlican; Congressmen Sisson of Missis- 
sippi, Cullop of Indiana, and Gallagher of 
lilinois, Democrats, defended the public 
rights, while that special agent of special 
privileges, Mondell of Wyoming, led the 
forces of the spoilsmen. 

Mr. Mondell’s argument is a typical one 
of land grabbers and franchise seekers-- 
naniely: that the government has the right 
to give away water power privileges, but not 


the right to accept anything in return for its | 


gift or to regulate the use of its gift for the 
cousumer. All rights of self-protection, ar- 
gues this corporation representative, are 
confined to the governments of the several 
states—the usual argument of members in 
congress wishing to create an excuse fora 
wrongful vote. 

In Illinois we remember that this corpora- 
tion clique argued against the state engac- 
ing in water power business as an en- 
croachment upon the constitutional powers 
of the national government. Similar argu- 
ments are offered against interference by 
counties and the municipalities. 

Without the effrontery to stand up as the 
champions of water power trusts, money 
trusts, and other trusts opposed to public 
rights, these weasel statesmen maneuver by 
thie ingenius argument and by impassioned 
appeals to alleged constitutional] restrictions 
to preyent any action, municipal, state, or 
“national, for the saving to the people as a 
whole of any of the wealth which the cor- 
porate employers of legislators have marked 
down for themselves. 

The gray wolves in legislation are as nu- 
merous, proportionately, and as effective in 
one legislative body as they are in another. 
They wear the colors of one party or another 
for election purposes, but work together, 
” irrespective of party lines, for their common 
purposes of public plunder. 

Voters will do well to scan the roll call 
when the water power bills come to a vote, 
because in so doing they will get a god line

The tory mind is always obsessed by the 
exceptional outbreaks of popular feeling 
which at long intervals have punctuated 
history. The bourbon neglects the long 
periods during which mankind has proved 
its great patience, its grave industry, 
its preference for peace. If democracy 
has proved anything, it has proved 
the caution, the conservatism, the long suf- 
fering, the justice of the people.

PUBLIC OPINION AND PUBLIC 

DEFENSE. 

There is more in the fight for the two bat- 
tleships than two battleships. More im- 
portant in the long run, if not immediately, 
is the education of congress and of the pub- 
lic in the importance of a program. Our 
naval program is moderate and conserya- 
tive, and the emphasis which the present 
fight against its interruption places upon 
the continuity of naval policy ie very timely. 

We are fortunate in being free from the 
terrible pressure of imminent conflict, but 
for that reason te fail to realize how neces- 
sary is the maintenance of our naval and 
military establishment. In our long periods 
of peace we forget the lessons of our own 
history and of the history of all nations. We 
forget that to be prepared at all we must 
be prepared always. We forget that a 
pavy and an army are highly organized 
and laborious products of persistent human 
effort, and that a nation cannot let them 
lapse when the skies seem clear any more 
than a farmer can neglect his crops in mid- 
season. 

The fight for the two battleships should 
remind us of these truths, and develop that 
public support which, as Tue Trisvunz re- 
cently has said in connection with the report 
of the genera! staff upon army organiza- 
tion, is necessary to the maintenance of a 
continuous army and navy program, 

We cannot rely upon changing congresses 
to assure this continuity. We must develop 
it in the public mind, where all great nationa] 
policies have their own secure basé. And 
to this end a responsibility rests upen the 
army and navy themselves. An intelligent 
recognitior of this is disclosed in a recent 
commutiication to the Army and Navy Jou-- 
nal. The writer, an officer signing himseif 
Optimist, points out the signs of increasing 
interest in army and navy matters, an 
arges thet officers assist this movement, And 
he adds wisely: “ There may be objection 
that this kind of work is unmilitary; it isn't. 
it is the most important military duty we 
can perform; it is as big as the army itself: 
one that all cap join in, and in performing it 
we will be made to forget our own petty 
strife and jealousies. If our army is not

‘THE BLAST OF LIFE. 

Last week we published an extract from 
Bergyon’s “ Creative Evolution.”’ Today 
we have another, and next Sunday there 
will be a third: Today's passage deals with 
astronomy: 

The universe is an assemblage of 
solar systems which we have every 
reason to believe analogous to our own. 
No doubt they are not absolutely inde- 
pendent of one another. Our sun 
radiates heat and light beyond the far- 
thest planet, and, on the other hand, 
our entire solar system is moving in a 
definite direction as if it were drawn. 
There is, then, a bond between the 
worlds. But this bond ma} be régard- 
ed as infinitely loose in comparison with 
the mutual dependence which unites the 
parts of the same world among them- 
selves; so that it is not artificially, for 
reasons Of mere convenience, that we 
isolate our solar system; nature itself 
invites us to isolate it. As living beings 
we depend on the planet on which we 
are, and on the sun that provides for’ 
it, but on nothing else. As thinking 
beings we may apply the laws of our 
physics to our own world, and extend 
them to each of the worlds taken sep- 
arately; but nothing’ tells us that they 
apply to the entire universe, nor even 
that such an affirmation has any mean- 
ing; for the universe is not made, but 
is being made continually. It is grow- 
ing, perhaps indefinitely, by the addl- 
tion of new worlds. 

To speculate upon other worlds than this 
one won't, in a-phrase lately popular, get 
you anything. It will net make two blades 
of grass grow where one grew before, in- 
crease your income, cure baldness, or reduce 
the abdomen. It is not utilitarian. Itise 
dabbling in pure, not applied, science. 

But to some minds it gives pleasure, juet 
as to other minds speculating on the Cubs’ 
chances of coming from behind gives 
To our particular mind both 


To know that to.one little point of white 
light to be seen overhead at 9 o'clock tonight 
men have agreed to give the name of Vega, 
and that to another little point of light of a 
yellower hue, some 60 degfees to the west, 
men have agreed to give the name Arcturus;

The nearest fixed star. But not even 


sun to an osange do we bring the farthest 
star any nearer to the grasp of our under- 
standing. The human intelligence fails to 
conceive of an outermost sun. What would 
be beyond it? Void? And what would be 
beyond the void? 

M. Bergson believes, as do all accredited 
modern astronomers, that “ the universe is 
pot made, but is being made continually. 
It is growing, perhaps saadianens ak the 
addition of new worlds.”” Suns and worlds 
and moons and comets, they are conceived 
and born, they mature and decay, die and 
disintegrate, obedient to the same impulse 
which forces the mosquito to bite you and 
you to smash the mosquito; which drives 
some men to kill others to be hanged by 
others; which whispers to the maiden to 
dress her head in the hair of Chinamen; 
which thrusts young men down in coal gal- 
leries and up in aeroplanes; which puts the 
iris on the dove and the smirk on the 
masher; which makes the hunter hunt the 
lion and the lion hunt the deer, and the dee: 
feed on the grass that feeds on the decom- 
position of stars. 

Bernard Shaw cails this impulse the life 
force. M. Bergson, more poetically, we 
think, says that all are borne upon the great 
blast of life. Theologians name it the 
breath of the Divine. 

Perhaps we shall know some day.

on the runways. They concluded a fat hog 
was a sick animal, however healthy appear- 
ing it might be. If the hog train, unforto- 
nately for the owners, landed in Chicago 
on a hot August morning, the drives from 
the unloading platform would be dotted 
with the bodies of enormous, fat beastse— 
animals that had seemed healthy enough 
when unloaded but got ‘into trouble soon 
after the drive had begun and presently fell 
over dead, : 
Hogs at the yards are usually less than 
a yearold. This means, in point of age, they 
correspond to children less than 10 years 
of ege. In “ Age, Growth, and Death” 
Minot has shown clearly that the body com- 
mences aging at birth or even back.of it at 
the beginning of life and continues it at a 
constantly decreasing rate until death; that 


‘ a baby is getting old at a much more rapid 


rate when it is 1 year old than it will be 
when it has reached 80. There are certain 
diseases and certain hazards which fit in 
best, or worst, when the tissues are one year 
senile, and others when the tissues are 
eighty years senile. 


~~ 

The essentia! point made by Minot, and 
concurred in by many others, is that the 
onset of age does not wait until some definite 
year. For example, the belief that senility 
begins at 70; or we may illustrate by an 


opinion of Dr, Moyer on alcoholism. Dr. ° 


Moyer is accustomed to say it is not accu- 
rate to state that a certain man is drunk or 
not drunk. Rather we should say that be 
ie one drink drunk or ten drinks drunk, as 
the case may be. 

Any physician with autopsy experience 
has no difficulty, apart from difference in 
size. in distinguishing the organs—liver, kid- 
neys, and so forth—of a baby from those of 
a crown person. For instance, the liver of 
a baby has a clean, semi-transparent ap- 
pearance never seen in the liver of an old 
person, however free from liver disease the 
latter may have been. 

These great, fat hogs have baby livers— 
cleaner, less fibrous, and less fatty than the 
livers of old men and women. In the main 
these hogs, dying in the course of their short 
walk to the slauchter house, perish from 
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heat stroke. As they lay in the car they 


| panted and sweated in their efforts to get 


rid of all the heat their huge carcasses made, 


| When they increased their heat making by 


walking in the sun they could not rid them- 
selves of the excess, so down they went. 
aoaS 

On the other hand. they are children. 
They are subject to tuberculosis from milk, 
as are children. When they have tubercn- 
losis they hare it in their glands, as do chil- 
dren. Their livers have the look and feel 
of children’s livers. If hogs can and do 
suffer from heat stroke, then babies can 
and do. 

Everrhody knows grown people are suab- 
ject to heat stroke—the thin ones leas 80, 
the fat ones more so. But there are some 
neonle who have not thought of babies being 
snbject to heat stroke or to the subtler ef- 
fects of heat on digestion and nutrition. 

It will make our position clearer for the 
reader to remember that these hogs do not 
correspond in age or in the condition of 
their organs to mature men and women. 

Everybody has noticed that big, fat men 
are prone to contract disease and that when 
they become sick they wilt like leaves. 
There ie no surgeon but dreads to operate 
on fat men: no physician but dreads to treat 
pneumonia in fat men; no haby doctor but 
hates to tackle the job of getting a fat baby 
through August and September. They have 
alwars known that fat babies had no resist- 
ance, that sickness pulled them down quick- 
er. and that they died on less provocation 
than did other children. And then when 
some of the dead children came to autopsy 
no reason for the crumpling up was found 
or could be found. 


tie 

Fifiege in Germany and Haldane in Enz- 
land have found that when the atmospheric 
temperature went to 80, if there aras much 
moisture in the air, of much over 70 if the 
air was saturated with moisture, persons 
began to suffer from heat. When the tem- 
perature of the air went above 78 and there 
was saturation with moilsture people began 
to get feverish and their temperatures 
crawled up to 100 or thereabouts. 

Another observer found that babies were 
especially liable to fever when the tempera. 
ture of the room went over 79, even though 
the air was not fully charged with moisture, 
Now this kind of a fever is not so harmful 
ax the fever caused by the typhoid bacillus, 
The latter cause brings about harm In other 
wavs besides disturbing temperature. It 
poisons the tissues as well as causes the 
temperature to rise. On the other hand, 
while an older engine can skip a cog or two 


' occasionally without getting much out of 


gear, a baby is a delicate machine and must 
run true or it will notrunatall. The works 
must not be monkeyed with. 

Have we not in these discoveries an ex- 
planation of why fat babies are so liable tv 
die in hot weather—in fact, a pretty good 
explanation of why some thin babies die in 
August? Better even than being an ex- 
planation of unhappy endings, does it not 
point the way to greater security for the 


babies? 


~~ 

Sick babies are eo frequently thin and 
poor that naturally mothers argue that fat 
babies are healthy. They may be healthy 
or not, but they are not resistant. Thinking 
that fat babies are healthy, naturally moth- 
era admire fat babies and strive to fatten 
their own bables. And when they have fat 
babies they are complacent and happy. 
They weigh the babies, they measure them, 
and if they find they are not increasing they 
add to the volume and the richness of their 
food. 

Now there marathons are all richt from 
October to May, but somewhere before Dec- 
oration day a wise mother will throw less 
coal into the fire. By July she will put on 
a little air pressure: by August she will 
throw some sand on the track, and then she 
will allow the machine to run through An- 
gust and September with low boiler pres- 
sure. 

A large part of baby’s food goes to make 
heat; another large part goes to furnish the 


power for constant kicking and squirming, 


penile, furry. 


and these in turn contribute to the making 


of heat. On the other band, @ baby cannot: 


get rid of heat as well as a gtown person. 
This last statement is an argument for daily 
and sometimes hourly vériation in the 
weight of baby’s clothes. It is not a reason 
why baby should be swaddied in the spring 
and then kept swaddied about as heavily 
through August and September. I have 
often heard women Hdicule the foreign 
mother who sews her children up for the 
winter, but does the mother who keeps her 
baby in warm clothes in August show any 
more judgment?

A while ago I wrote of the ways in which 
bad milk did harm. The above shows one 
‘way in which milk can do harm, even when 
it is good milk, The harm comes from the 
quantity given. In hot weather not only is 
it wise to vary clothes with the atmospheric 
temperature but it also is wise to vary the 
amount and the richnéss of the milk. Ix- 
stead of increasing the quantity taken at the 
end of each month, as is proper in winter, 
the mother should increase it at the end of 
each alternate month in young babies and 
at the end of each third month in older ones, 
Instead of making mixtures with top milk 
she should make them with whole milk or 
even with skim milk, at least in the hot 
months. 

The first hot weather problem of the firm 
of Mother, Doctor & Co. is to watch the 
fat babies with extra care. The second is 
to feed them lightly and air them well. Nor 
must they think that in hot weather the thin 
baby cannot and will not overdo the full 
bottle unless the stop is put on. 

Occasionally a child is found with whom 
no milk agrees. Occasionally the digestive 
weakling will not thrive on mother’s milk. 
Very rarely the trouble is wholly with the 
baby, for analysis shows the milk neither 
too rich nor too poor. Such babies have no 
power to digest milk. For euch children 
there are milk free foods the methods of 
preperation of which the skilled baby feed- 
ers know. 

~ 

When the trouble is that the mother’s 
milk is too rich the mother can dilute it phys 
iologically by eating less feed and drinking 
more water. If the error is because the 
milk is too poor she can enrich it by resting, 
sleeping, being freed from care, and eating 
richer and more nutritious food. Rarely is it 
necessary or advisable for her to wean her 
baby. 

The New York health department says 
diarrhea is seventy times as frequent in 
bottle fed babies as in breast fed; that 
eighty-five out of each 100 babies’ deaths 
are amongst bottle fed babies. The infer- 
ence is that @ baby ie no calf and when ef- 
fort is made to put babies on a calf food 
basis many of them perish. Therefore the 
next great hot weather baby problem of the 
mother and physician is to promote breast 
feeding. ' 

It has been found in England that of each 
100 children born among the rich ten dies; 
of a like number born among the middle 
class twenty-one die; among the poor, thir- 
ty-two. The figures for Chicago are about 
the same. Of these 77 per cent die of intes- 
tinal troubles. This is largely a hot weather 
question. The number of baby deaths in 
December in Chicago is around 400. The 
number in August, 1907, was 930, but it has 
fallen year by year until it reached 730 in 
August, 1911. 

a 

It is seen that the August rate is twice 
the winter rate. There is more scaret fever, 
measles, whooping cough, ppeumonia—more 
of everything that takes the lives of babies 
except hot weather and bot milk. If July, 
August, and September were cool months 
and the milk was right the summer baby 
rate would-be less than the winter. The 
experience of workers in the baby saving 
campaign is everywhere the same. The im- 
provement in infant mortality is showing 
itself in a reduced summer riee—the peak of 
the infant mortality chart is flattened. 

The next great problem of the mother 
and physician is to fiad good, clean cow's 
milk at a price within the reach of the people 
of small means; and the next is to get the 
people to use such milk. Perhaps the hard- 
est problem of all is to popularize the de- 
mand for clean, cold, fresh, safe, wholesome 
milk. To accomplish this nurses, physi- 
Mans. and every one who knows must talk, 
demonstrate, and educate. They must drive 
home the facts of baby life by the use of 
mortality tables, by telling of baby death 
rates, at least seven-tenths amongst the 


poor.

In the first place, for each 100 births 
there are nearly four times as many deaths 
amongst the podr. In the second place, 
they have so many more babies born. To 
their churches the white hearse travels con- 
stantly. In a populous parish in Augusta 
white coffin goes up one church aisle ag one 
comes down another, so fast do funerals 
crowd each other. But to tell the story of 
baby deaths is sot the strongest appeal. 

Today there are thousands of women 
working on onions and beets, thousands 
working In factories or In laundries, while 
their babies are cared for by children at 
home. The poor weazened things lie on 
warm pallets, sucking cheap, dirty milk 
from unclean bottles. Their legs are thin 
and flabby, their bellies are potted, their 
skin is parchmentlike, their faces are 
drawn, wrinkled, furrowed, weazened, old, 
From time to time they cry 
out peevishly, but usually they lie quietly 
looking out of sunken eyes at hot walls.

I do not know what there Is in a prolonged 
illness that changes the mentality of a baby, 
but there is a something which looks out of 
those eyes, a something that does not travel 
from the mind of a contented, happy baby. 
The mothers come home from their labor to 
worry through a good Ee of the hot night 
caring for the baby. e father now and 
then gives up a half dollar to pay a doctor. 
Mother carries her child to a nearby office 
The next night another half dollar and an 
other doctor. The baby gains not at ah 
How could it? The very best the mothe, 
hopes for is that baby will keep alive until 
the weather gets cold.

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TEPHEN ARNOLD DOUGLAS, "’The 
Little Giant,” was nominated for 
president by the so-called Douglas 
Democracy at the convention held at 
Baltimore in. May, 1860. Almost 

exactly @ year later, with trembling hand 
and upon his dying bed, he wrote an appeal 
to all lovers of the union to give faithful 
support to those who were then endeavoring 
to maintain the supremacy of the union. 

It was sometimes thought that Mr. Doug- 
las’ heart was broken when his political 
rival of thirty years, a fellow townsman of 
Springfield, Ill, and a personal friend, 
Abraham Lincoln, defeated bim for the presi- 
dency. But intimate friends of Senator 
Douglas (he was then a member of the 
United States senate) knew that it was not 
defeat, nor any sorrow, nor humilation that 
the ambition of his active lifé had turned to 
ashes which ceused his morta! illness. 

His vitality been sapped by another 
cause. The seeds of the disease which 
brought Senator Douglas to his dying bed 
were sown in the campaign which followed 
hie nomination for the presidency. For he 
was in great part the campaign himself. 
He Was not only the candidate of his party, 
but he also was the chief campaigner. Many 
able and brilliant ““ Douglas Democrats” 
took the stump for him in the nérthern 
states, but they were always second to him 
so far a: the interest and enthusiasm of the 
public were concerned. _. 

There were many business men who had 
gained great successes in finance and in com- 
merce, some of them leading men of affairs 
of New York City, whe gave Judge Dougias 
constant support in the campaign. They 
provided much of the funds which were 
needed to meet the honorable campaign ex- 
penses. There were many leaders in the 
party who gave their time and ability to 
ald the campaign of “ The Little Giant.” 
But Judge Douglas as a campaigner stood 
preéminent, and he was the one conspicuous 
figure of the campaign.

Douglas Fails to Get Vote. 

The national Democratic party met in con- 
vention at Charteston, 5. C., in mid spring 
of 1860. The large majority of the delegates 
favored the nomination of Judge Dougias 
for president. But it was necessary. in order 
that a nomirméition be effected, that a two- 
thirds vote should be given. Judge Douglas 
was unable to obtain that. After prolonged 
balloting, the convention split. The candi- 
date of the Democracy of the slave states, 
John C. Breckenridge, then vice president 
of the United States, was three weeks later 
placed ‘n nomination for the presidency by 
the southern wing of the Democratic party 
at a convention held at Richmond, Va. The 
Democracy reconvened at Baltimore, and 
Judge Dougias was nominated by a prac- 
tically unanimous vote. 

The conventional dignity associated with 
the attitude of presidential candidates dur- 
ing the campaign had, from Washington's 
day until 1860, caused them te remain in 
practical seclusion. Judge Douglas deter- 
mined to ignore this precedent. 

He decided that it was vital to the suc- 
cess of the Douglas Democracy that he 
should personally enter into the campaign 
and visit as many states of the union as 
possible, so that he might’ expound to the 
people the distinctive policy which the Doug- 
las Democracy, so-called, represented—popu- 
lat sovereignty. 

There were, also, other reasons why it 
seemed expedient to Judge Douglas that he 
should become personally the chief cam- 
paigner for his own election as président. 

First of these reasons wae that Judge 
Douglas realized that he possessed that 
tragic personal charm which is one of the 
greatest gifts thet can be bestowed on any 
one animated by political ambition. 

Only to a limited extent had Abraham Lin- 
oolnm shewn that he possessed this gift. For 
Lincoln's personal sway was, until he be- 
came the candidate of his party. confined 
practically to the state of Illinois. Judge 
Douglas was personally known by thousands 
in other estates than his home state of iIili- 


Pnois. And he had never made a campaign 


for popular support in Illinojs and failed 
of success. 

The admiration and idealization of Judga 
Douglas by many thousands of his coun- 
trymen Was typified by the sobriquet by 
which he was universally known, “The Lit- 
tle Glant.”’ 
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Small Only in Stature. 

Douglas was littie only in physical stafure 
or height. He measured about five feet two 
inches in height. Lincoln could have held 
his right arm out and Douglas could have 
walked under it with a soft hat on without 
touching the sleeve of Lincoln's coat. But 
what Stephen A. Douglas lacked in stature 
he made good in the breadth of his shoulders, 
the depth of his chest, the firmness and 
strength of his muscular development. 

His head was that of a giant, superbly 
modeled, the head of an Apollo, crowned by 
masses of waving brown hair. His eyes were 
large, and when he was carried away by 
the enthusiasm of debate they seemed al- 
most to glow as coals of fire. His were the 
orator’s lips, the lips which have modeled 
in them hints of great imaginative power, 
very delicate sensibility and marvelous 
celerity of intellectual operation. 

Judge Deuglas’ voice was a wonderful in- 
strument with which to express by modula- 
tion, by emphasia, by tone, various shades 
and forme of thought, so that as the melody 
of a song often carries the meaning of the 
words to the hearer, the real music that 
was in Judge Douglas’ voice aided in making 
all that he said easily understood by hig 
hearers. 

Moreover, Judge Douglas had appealed to 
the popular imagination by his marvelous 
dexterity and ability as a debater. He was 
regarded ap easily the great master of the 
difficult art of debating on the floor of the 
United States senate. His language was 
simple, direct, and forceful. He used no 
flourishes of rhetoric. 

He rarely made quotations, and never from 
any other source than political history. He 
was utterly without senege of humor, and 
yet the power of his oratory and the wonder- 
ful personal charm of the man had caused 
him te be esteemed as the most effective and 
popular apeaker at that time among the

Building Good Roads First Step; 


Keeping in Order Necessary. 


STATE or a community will appro- 

priate thousands of dollars for build- 

ing beautiful roads and then lose sight 

of the fact that an appropriation 

should be made to keep it from going 
to the bad. 

Thousands of miles of road are ruined with- 
in a few months because itis not oiled. Proof 
of this can be seeh around a great many 
cities. Near New York there are roads which 
were constructed at approximately the same 
time, some oiled and others not. Those which 
were systematically treated with the dust 
layer are in good condition, whereas those 
which were sprinkled with water have filled 
up with holes and have had all the top dress- 
ing scratched off. 

Automobiles do little damage to a road that 
is olled, for the reason that such surface as 
they tear up is too heavy to be blown into 
adjacent fields by the wind. If torn up it 
falls to the road surface again and is roiled 
down, whereas the fine dust from a watered 
road will be blown e@e great Parone H. J. 
Tice, Chicago road expert, is strong for build- 
ing roads either of macadam or else sur- 
facing them with Portland cement and con- 
crete pavements, which are quite popular. 
He, like many Others, agrees that radial 
changes are necessary in present highway 
bufiding methods, in order that the trans- 
portation of agricultural products can be 
more evenly distributed. Smaler mileage of 
permanent roadway which will last a long 
time is preferred to a larger mileage of road- 
way constantly in need ofrepair. New York

City is about to make an experiment in road 
building to determine what is best in the 
metropolis, where such heavy traffic has to 
be eupported. 

After a few months of trial it should not be 
dificult to note which is the best for city 
use. Of course, this is quite a different prop- 
osition from country highways, for in the city 
heavy motor trucks and horses have to be 
considered, whereas pleasure cdrs have to 
be considered only slightly. In open coun- 
try it is quite the reverse. If many communi- 
ties would make a few experiments with vari- 
ous sorts of surfacing, as New York is about 
to do, mililons of dollars could be saved. 

Comment has been made on the decline of 
automobile hill climbing contests. The an- 
nual Algonquin, Dl., climb was a much small- 
er event than has been seen there in previous 
years. Whereas the program used to in- 
clude a score of events and dozens of entries, 
this season there were but a half dagen events 
and these not. well filled. As it was, Frank 
Kulick broke the record for the Phillips hill 
course, cutting Hearne’s mark from 28 sec- 
onds flat to 27 1-6 seconds. 

There was only one class A or stock car 
event run, whereas at one time the Algon- 
quin event Was essentially a stock car propo- 
sition with a couple of free for alls thrown In. 
The last competition saw everything run in 
class C with the exception ofthe aforemen- 
tioned class A event and the free for alis.

I won't except London, for Lon- 
don turns back its tram cars at the outer 
edge of the business heart of the great 
metropolis. But I have always maintained 
that replacing slower, more cumbersome 
horse drawn. vehicles with faster, more read- 
ily managed motor cars will go far toward 
eliminating the vehicular tangle that makes 
the mounted police and the street crossing 
police earn their pay.

»' London and continenta) cities learned the 
lesson that motor cars would expedite the 
movement of vehicular traffic long before 
Chicago, but at last, I am pleased to say, 
our people fully are awake to the possi- 
bilities in this direction. Manufacturers, 
coal dealers, and business men generally 
who are obliged to transport large quanti- 
ties of freight and merchandise in short time 
are ordering more power vehicles edch year, 
until at the present time there are operated 
in this city a total of nearly 2000 motor 
trucks, most of them huge affairs that are 
able to transport many tons, while occupy- 
ing nruch leas space in the streets than horse 
drawn vehicles. You may gather how the 
motor truck idea has grown in Chicago when 
I tell you that a year ago there were only 
800 of these vehicles in the city. 

‘ For the first time in Chicago we shall see 
coal delivered by motor cars next winter. 
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"One of the largest of our coal companies has 
ordered twenty-five trucks, each of five tong 


capacity. A coal firm in New York has been 
using twenty ten ton motor trucks for the 
last two years, and the experience has been 
there that they are great economizers,of 
time and do much to relieve the burdens of 
the traffic squadron. 

‘* The local firm of coal! dealers that has or- 
dered the twenty-five trucks sent out 5,000 
letters to local merehants and manufactur- 
ers asking if they would not consent to their 
coal being delivered at night. It was at my 
suggestion that they made a test several 
months ago when it was found possible to 
deliver 104,800 pounds of coal in seven hours 
and thirty-five minutes, including the time 
for loading and delivery, which was Dy hand. 
The truck body on this occasion was simply 
a boarded box.

“ A motor truck delivery: company has just 
been organized with fifty vehicles, and is pre- 
pared to deliver anything from a piano toa 
box of matches. 

‘Our big State street stores were the first 
to realize the possibilities of rapid delivery 
and relief of traffic congestion by installing 
motor trucks. They all have their delivery 
stations 'n remote parts of the city, and 
convey packages to these depots from whence 
they are transferred either in small motor 
cars or in horee drawn vehicles to the resi- 
dence of purchasers. One of the largest State 
street stores has seventy-seven motor trucks, 
forty-four being of the heaviest gasoline 
type, thirty horsepower and carrying up to 
three tons. and thirty-three electric vehicles 
which are employed in the lighter delivery.

This is only a sample of the hun- 
dreds of scenarios that are received each 
week by one Chicago company, An averags 
of about three in every hundred plots are 
acceptable.

It ie doubtful if any crossing patrolman 
ever faced a task of." unscrambling "’ traffic 
at a busy corner which was more tedious 
than the work of the Ofty navy lieutenants in 
endeavoring to keep in order the harbor full 
of water craft.of every type. 


Boats Carry Many Spectators. 

Huncreds of sailing yachts, steam yachts, 
motor boats, hydfoplanes, cutters, canoes, 
and rowboats of all descriptions swarmed in 
and outside the government pier when the 
cannon boomed on the start of the interna- 
tional yacht race at 11:15 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, There wes already a fair crowd in the 
grand stands. 

Every precaution was taken to safeguard 
the lives of the spectators. A detail of police 
under commend of Lieut. E. T. Conroy of the 
Cemtra]l station handled the crowds on the 
government pier. Twenty city firemen un- 
der Lieut. Joseph A. Comway Were on hand 
in case of fire: During the rush of thecrowd 
to the ferry boats during the rain in the 
afternoon the police wete forced to hold some 
of the anxious spectators back in boarding 
the boats. Government inspectors prevented 
overcrowding of the ferries No accidents 
of amy kind were reported.

Beaten on four of the six legs, Michicago, 
fiying the burgee of the Chicago Yacht club, 
yesterday made one of the most spectacular 
finishes ever seen in a contest on fresh water 
and won the opening race of the interna- 
tional series from Patricia of the Royal Cana- 
dian Yacht ‘club. | 

To Skipper Ogden T. McClurg and his crew 
of local amateurs fell a full measure of glory 
for winning out in the proverbial stern chase 
from Skipper Norman Gooderham and his 
crack. quintet of dominion sailors. The wily 
Gooderham outmaneuvered McClurg at the 

, @tart of the race and kept him under his 
lee, despite all efforts of the Chicago skipper 
to pass him. 

Time after time the two boats engaged 
in desperate luffing matches, with « glight 
advantage resting with the invader from 
across the border. Spectators occupying the 
naval pageant grandstand on the government 
breakwater and guests on yachts of the fol- 
lowing fleet saw four buoys rounded with 
the American craft astern of the Canadian, 
te which victory seemed assured. 


Michicago Is Victor. 

Then McClurg and his crew saw their op- 
Portunity®*to save the race in its final stages. 
With a little over six miles remaining to be 
wailed, McClurg worked every trick possible, 
with the result that Michicago gradually 
overhauled the black champion of Canada 
and plunged between the finishing buoys a 
winner by twenty-two seconds. 

The race, which was the first in ae series 
of five, wee sailed over a ten and ‘one-half 
mile equilateral triangle. The course was 
covered twice for a totel-distance of twenty- 
one miles. This gave the cortesting boats 
@n opportunity to show all there was in 
them, and consequently the nace gave a fair 
line on the relative merits of the yachts.

Quailé’s cruiser, Mona, at 11:15. 


‘Canadians Get Best Start. 

In jockeying for positions the Canadian 
Sailors had a slight edge on the local men 
end Skipper Gooderham got Patricia away 
for a beautiful start, beating Michicago over 
the line by about ten seconds. Gooderham 
immediately hustled to weather and watched 
McClurg, who. did ell"in his power to take 
the weather position. The first leg Was a 
broad reach and the crews had little to do 
but lie low along the rails. 

Patricia increased the lead on Michicago 
and turned the first mark at 11:36:00, while 
Michicago rounded at 11:36:17. In the elimi- ’ 
antion trials. sailed prior to the big race 
Michicago had shown’ better on windward 
work, and the syndicate racer was expected 
to even up with Patricia off the next leg 
which was a weather one. 


Critics guessed right! for as soon as the 


- pair got on the wind Michtcago began:to pick 


up, but it was apparent that Patricia point- 
ed the higher of the two. When the distance 
to the second buoy was half sailed a rain 
®quall whipped in from the west and oblit- 
erated the big government gas buoy set out 
@s @ mark. Gooderham came closer to it, 
while McClurg overstood it and lost consid- 
erable time before he made it dut through 
the bHnding rain. 

Within half a mile of the buoy Michicago 
threatened to pass Patricia, but the foxy 
Gooderham luffed and forced MeClurg to 
come about. McClurg stood in a trifle too 
near shore and Patricia increased the lead. 
Time at the turn: Patricia, 12:10:50; Michi- 
cago, 12:11:28, 

Patricia Gains on Rival. 

The third leg, which marked the end of the 
first round, was a balloon run, and after 
covering half the distance to the mark Pa- 
tricia’s crew broke out the spinnaker and 
Michicago's quintet followed suit. At the 
buoy the Canadian yacht had a good lead.

If the line 
furnished by the colt stakes decided there 
is a true one, all previous calculations as to 
the 3 year olds must be thrown out, while in 
the younger division one colt appears to 
tower above aij! the others. 

On the work done in the 8 year old sweep- 
stakes at Cleveland the previous week a lot 
ef confidence was reposed in Adlon, a big, 
good looking stallion by Axworthy, dam by 
Advertiser. It is true he won in 2:12% and 
2:18%, only after Brighton B., Manrico, and 
Graham Bellini had battled for two heats in 
much faster time, still his victory was easy 
when it came, and on that performance, 
backed by tne colt’s fashionable breeding— 
he runs in the male line to George Wilkes 
and on his dam’s side to Biectioneer—horse- 
men and breeders were inclined to acclaim 
him a real star. 

It was true he had raced rather commonly 
as a 2 year old, but asa yearling had taken 
a@ record under 2:30, which showed his speed 
was natural and not developed by skillful 
“balancing,” as is the case with many baby 
performers of note.

Bui at Pittsburgh the Cleveland form not 
only was completely overthrown, but the 
work was done in such fashion as to demon- 
strate to even the uninitiated that a new 
star was the real thing as a colt trotter. In 
the Cleveland stake, back of the heat win- 
ners at all times and not in the vision of 
most people who saw the race, was & bay 
colt cdlled Baldy MoGregor. 

A few horsemen noticed how well Baldy 
was trotting, and among them was John EB. 
Madden, whose starter in the race, Brighton 
B., won the first heat, but succumbed at 
the end of the second mile to the flerce rush 
of Graham Bellini. When Adion finally 
was proclaimed winner and wae the center 
of attraction, Madden began dickering for 
Baldy McGregor and bought him that night 
for $7,500. 

As a judge of race horses—trotters and 
runners, colts and matured animals—Mad- 
déen riever has had an equal. When it comes 
to selling them at the right time for the 
propér price he’ stands alone, his record in- 
cluding $50,000 for Hamburg Belle, 2:01%; 
$35,000 for Siliko, winner of the Kentucky 
futurity for 3 years olds; $35,000 for the geld- 
ing, Jack Leyburn, 2:04%, and several thor- 
oughbred stars marketed at $40,000 and up 
in the heyday of the running turf. 


Maddén’s Horse Arouses Interest. 

So whem Madden paid $7,000 for Baldy 
McGregor people with memories took notice. 
And when W. J. Andrews, wke drives the 
Madden horses, appeared behind the colt 
in the Matrom stake at Pittsburgh last Tues- 
day, meeting Adlon, Graham Bellini and 
Junior Watts, ail of which had defeated him 
at Cleveland a week previous, the people 
who had faith in the wizardry of Madden 
waited to see what miracle would be per- 
formed. 

And they saw one. For Baldy McGregor, 
beaten in 2:13% over the fastest track in 
the world at Cleveland, simply played with 
his field at Pittsburgh and the way he 
stepped the second heat in 2:08 [a rate of 
speed never before prt on the records by 
ea 3 year old trottér in August] was a reve- 
lation to all who sawit.” 

Another Madden miracle had been brought 
about, and the story of Hamburg Belle, 
Jack Leyburn, Silko, et a] seems likely to 
be repeated, as Baldy McGregor is in all the 
stakes for -his-ege and has«-chance to take 
down ab@i ur times wha@jMadden paid 
for him. A colt up tea race mile in 2:08 
the first week in August ts of’snch caliber 
that he easily may be the winner of al) his 
starts. 


Lowers Time of Champions, 

When. Miss Stokes and Justice Brooke 
came together rat Detroit as 3 year olds they 
were a pair of champions, the filly having the 
yearling record, 2:19%, while as a 2 year old 
she took a race record of 2:00%, being the 
second performer of her sex to enter the 2:10 
list at thatage. Justice Brooks was the first 
2 year old stallion to beat 2:10. The best 
milé these champions could show in the lat- 
ter’part of July was 2:08%, yet Baldy Mc- 
Grégor trotted a second heat In 2:08 in such 
fashion as to indicate his ability to step 
around 2:07 if called on for that sort of mile, 

He is well bred, running in the male line 
to the Wilkes family, has perfect race man- 
ners, and no driver has anything on An- 
drews. With a 2:08 8 year old in August in 
front of him, Andrews looks to have a mort- 
gage on the futurities, as it is only occasion- 
ally that 2:08 is beaten in such eventa The 
Kentucky futurity which brings out the best 
fields of colts, furnishes but one instance of 
the sort, that being the 2:07% of Czarevnain 
1909, and she was a champion 2 year old 
filly in the matter of race records, her mark 
at that age being 2:12%. 

Adlon, which won at Cleveland, was un- 
gteady in the Pittsburgh race, being beaten 
by Junior Watts, as well as Baldy McGregor. 
John Dickerson, who drove the colt, is a 
master hand with youngsters, much of the 
credit of the Bellini family being due to the 
skillful manner in which he brought on its 
members and he may make a reliabletrotte 
of Adion. He undertook the handling of the 
colt at the request of the owner, C. H. Rud- 
éock of New York, brother-in-law of C. K. Gg. 
Billings. 


Dickerson Former Billings Trainer. 

Dickerson trained Billings’ Lou Billings, 
the first foal of the champion trotter Lou 
Dillom, giving the filly a 3 year old record of 
2:08%, with probably less work than any 
trotter of the age and speed shown ever re- 
ceived. Hence when Mr. Ruddock bought 
Adion, his first trotter, he naturally picked 
Dickerson to train the colt, which was known 
to have a lot of speed, but had not been able 
to win as a 2 year old. Way back in the 
female line of Adlon’s pedigree is found the 
name of the trotter Lula, 2:15. She was 
a high jumper and a frequent one, and per- 
chance her influence prevails in her de- 
ecendant, Adlon.” 

The 2 year oldssas shown by the first race 
for ‘the age, are a good lot. But Lord AHen 
won with such ridiculous ease in 2:18% and 
2:15, beating a fleld of seven, that he appears 
to be something of a champion. It is true 
that the time of the heats has been beaten a 
little at this time of year. The honor be- 
longs to Necia, which stepped a second and 
a third heat at Detroit'6n Aug. 2, 1910, tn 
2:13%, 2:14%, after Azoff had won the open- 
ing round in 2:14%. Still Lord Allen's time 
“Nakes him look éasily the best 2 year old 
@ the season, and his position is strength- 
ened by the fact that he is bred in extra 
strong lines.as to speed and stamina. .

A new idea in schoo! sanitation has been 
tested by the medical director of Dartmouth 
college.

How News Butchers Make Money; 
Stores on Wheels Are Profitable. 


By RAYMOND SINCLAIR. 


AILROAD men will tell you the poor- 
est job on a pasrenger train is that 
of “news butcher.’’ This is true to 
the extent that the news butcher 
draws no salary from the raltiroad 
company. But the news butcher is not a 
railroad man any more than the candy 
vender ina 5 cent theaterisan actor. He is 
a merchant with his store on wheels. 
Through long association with railroad men 
he may take on many of their manners of 
speech and habits of life, but he still remains 
@ trader. 
he news butcher draws a commission of 
20 per cent of his gross sales from the news 
compan¥. On the face of it this appears to 
be a starvation basis. However. there are 
runs out of Chicago on which the gross sales 
of a butcher will beat $100. He goes through 
the train many times without making a sale, 
but when he gets on the train at Chicago he 
goes to Omaha or Kansas City. maybe to 
Denver. His rales are spasmodic, but on 
such a long run they are sure to total e neat 
sum. In the summer time ean excursion train 
from Chicago to Niagara falls would be con- 
eiderecd a poor one if the butcher's sales did 
not reach $200. 

The butcher, however, does not rely en- 
tirely on his commisson for a living. He 
carries many side lines. Souvenir post cards 
which can be bought for less than 1 cent 
each are sold by him ten for cents. One 
butcher in a single week sold £35 worth of 
post cards alone, between Chicago and Den- 
ver. He also has several boxes of his own 
cigars. They are staple brands and good 
cigars, but he buys from jobbers and takes 
the regular retail profit. With his own puz- 
zies, or soda water and ice cream cones, he 
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brings that 20 per cent up to 40, and in some 
cases 00 per cent. There is nothing crooked 
about his methods and surely his sight extra 
charge is not too much when one thinks of 
the accommodation of having these things 
on the train. 

The news companies do not object to the 
news butcher carrying legitimate side lines 
of this nature so long as they do not cut into 
the sale which is expected by them from his 
particular train. But they are quick to stamp 
with their disapproval, any action of the 
butcher which is characterized by exorbitant 
charge or discourtesy.. All news companies 
insist on gentlemanly conduct on the part of 
their agents and on absolutely legitimate 
methods of doing business. The overpersist- 
ent butcher or one who has a tendency to 
graft is speedily found out and promptly 
Cistharged. Those butchers who are not too 
insistent and serve rather than annoy, fare 
better in all cases than their overambitious 
comrades, 

There are in Chicago five men who have 
accumulated from $20,000 to $40,000 each. 
solely as news butchers. They were hust- 
lers, it is true, but the men who have trav- 
eled with them for years will tell you thetr 
conduct was always gentlemanly and their 
Derseverance tempered with discretion. 


A traveling man once said: ‘“‘ What be- 
comes of the news butcher? You never see 
them off the train.’ That's where the com- 
edy comes in. Nine times out of ten when 
the butcher gets off the train and into his 
street clothes he looks more like a traveling 
salesman than he does like a newsboy. At 
any rate, you would never recognize him as 
the young man who sold you your magazine 
coming into Chicago, 


Take Up Homestead in East: 
Old Farms Offer Advantages. 


By JOHN DIAMOND. 


OW that all the good tillable farm land 
in the west has been taken up and 
the homesteaders are chasing the last 
Srains of dust up into the mountein 
cafions, it may be of interest to point 

out that there are at the present time nearly 
2,000,000 acres of idle farm land bying along 
the boundary line between New York state 
and Pennsylvania. 


Tt would, therefore, seem that it Is time to 
take down the “ Young Man, Go West!” 
Signs and the “ Young Man, Go South!” 
signs and stick Up one pointing toward the 
abandoned farms of the east. 


There shoul be a great opportunity for 
active young agriculturists with modern 
agricultural training in the old eastern 
states. The farms there have been aban- 
doned because of the depleted condition of 
the soil and the fact that competition with 
the fresh lands of the west was unprofitable 
on standard crops. 


But any visitor to the east who Is well 
informed on up to date agricultural methods 
will soon decide that a large part of the 
farmers there are not up to date. The land 
was cleared and settled in the early days and 
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the people years ago fell into a rut. They 
have not had the advantage of new biocod and 
new ideas as has the west. The apple situ- 
ation alone is sufficient to show that it is 
more the methocs than the land that has ied 
to the abandonment of these old eastern 
farms, While the apples of the irrigated 
northwest are selling at the highest sort of 
prices in the city markets, the apples grown 
in New York, right at the bacg door of the 
greatest market in the country, do not, as a 
rule, bring a tenth as much as those that ate 
shipped clear across the country. Often 
the apples fall and rot because they are not 

worth picking. Yet it is the opinion of many 
competent authorities that the abandoned 
lands of New York, Pennsylvania, and New 

England could raise apples to almost as good 
advantage as the Pacific northwest if mod- 
ern scientific methods were followed. 

A good many men at the present time are 
going east—they were often farmer boys 
hack east before they grew up—and buying 
these worn out, rocky homesteads that have 
been abandoned, hoping with the new money 
tnd the new ideas g- ned in *he west to 
make themselves wealthy on the abandoned 
acres near the big eastern markets.

Seif Maintenance Important. 

The sense of maintenance has not been vers 
well developed in our cowntry. Its great <m- 
poriance is just beginn ng to be realized tn 
sections where deterioration is very rapid 
ceterioration of both men and things 

A business requires most careful! attention, 
maintenante attention, no matter what it ws. 
A woman who started without capital a dec- 
ade ago, and but the smaliest equipment, 
Was in a few years making $50,000 a year. 
The real secret of her success has been main- 
tenance, or upkeep. It would require a very 
éetailed account of her business to shuW 
how she did it, but upkeep does not mean 
to just keep things going, but to add impreve- 
ments as often as they are reen to be necrs- 
sary. A man himself requires maintenan:e 
attention, both of body and mind. and suc- 
cessful business men fully understand th.s. 
it is often the whole secret of their success 

This thing that has been characteristic of 
our roads has been characteristic of our 
buildings, public and private, and of many 
promising industricrs and enterprises. Some 
years ago ae ‘very clear headed person e- 
clared convincingly that it was an American 
trait to ‘wziid buildings for libraries and 
schools and museums. without providing one 
cen* *or their maintenance. Colleges were 
s*arccd without endowments and benevolent 
‘gatitutions started with no money to run 
them. Great public works were commenced 
and never ¢ompleted. asthey might have been 
in time if the expensive foundations and 
structures already in place had been kept 
from going to rack and ruin by a very smail 

upkeep expenditure. This sort of thing be- 
longed to the most wasteful period in our na- 
tional developmen. 
* 
Upkeep a Business Essential. 


It has been twenty years now since @ 
great educational inetitution started, not 
with buildings, but an endowment, #some- 
thing to keep it going, but even when it got 
some of its particular bulldings there was 
not a cent given to keep them up. But now 
it is considered a terribly behind times trick 
to do things in this way. Busiress sense 
forbids it. The realization of the need of car- 
ing for things material anc human, to keep 
them from wastefu! deterioration. is grow- 
ing dally. Employers provide for the main- 
tenance of the health of thelr employés. and 
men and women are being inStructed in self- 
care. It has been found to be the worst of 
business policies to wear a man out In a 
few years, and send him into the crowd of 
discards. It is as bad for business as for 
the state. 


But the employer's efforts can go only so 
far, and what he does with one hand self- 
interest may make him undo with the other. 
The man worker himself must have a sense 
of maintenance. He must not give more of 
his strength and effort to his work than Is 
consistent with his own well being.) Rea! 
maintenance means keeping a Hittle \ahead 
of the game financiaily, physically, and in 
alb possible: ways. Thie sometimes requires 
more initiative than many men bave, unless 
they. élligently cultivate the Small. native 
gift. 

*“ You do so many things to keep your- 
self nice,”’ was recently said to a persor 
who was succeeding, and ten years older 
than a dragged out, pessimistic specimen 
of humanity who was already, as could be 
Plainly seen, a candidate for that place which 
age, With run townndes, meats. The words 
were said almost‘im Diame. yet every condl- 
tion, every fact tin the lives of the two justi- 
fied this “ keeping nice.”” And the one who 
had not done so had the better start. The 
keeping nice had no* been a part of good 
fortune, but of strong deterfhination, how- 
ever judged by the pessimistic, who always 
find an excuse for a shortcoming of their 
own, and envy those who gain what they 
want, but will not work or spend for. 


Af there were no other reason for keep- 
ing hice there would be the privilege of pos- 
sessing that unusual degree of arsurance 
which comés from feeling yourself well set 
up. The new philosophy of clothes is not 
so full of condemnations as the old. 
The new philosophy of health will soon 
establish laws. make it criminal not to 
maintain your health. Pure food laws are 
practically such. Sanitary laws are the 
same. These prevent others from injuring 
your heaith. In time you may not be al- 
lowed to do yourself physico!l or mental! 
injury without state attention.

Lack of Up-Keep Costs Job. 


When a man ‘goes stale’ on his job he 
loses. out. More than likely he is filled with 
anger at those who have put him out instead 
of with himself for losing out. Yet if he 
has any rea! sanity, any power at ali of see- 
ing himeelf as others see him, deep down 
in wie heart he knows tha: it was his own 
fault. He had not been keeping up, and 
after events often show that he has ao de- 
terlorated that he can't keep up. Rut if in 
any part of his life there hase been an up- 
keeping this little part may seve hin and 
start him on a new road. 

We are more keenly analyzing such sit- 
uations today. They have a psychoigy. 
They also have an element of tragedy in 
them like other decays and deaths. So sure-

UILDING up a laying sirain is @ sub- 
ject that is receiving muco attention 
ameng the poultty raisers in ‘these 
days of high prices for eg2s. Experi- 
ence has taught poultry men the futil- 

ity of haphazard methods formerly prac- 
t'ved in the selecting and caring of flocks. 
Proper selections in the breeding stock, 
coupled with correet)y balanced rations and 
guod cate have brought about onderful 
changes in the prodictiveness of the present 
day hen. - 

To bulid up a taying strain, man must ae 
sixt nature: fixed methods must be used in 
the breeding: some system must be devised 
for the selection and good judgment used in 
the feeding. It requires study and work to 
bring about the desired results. 

Kvery one who has hsd any exper-ence 
with poultry knows that among hens of the 
same breeds. and even from the same pa- 
rents, there is a diiference in the productive- 
ness. It is another cave of proving that like 
does not always produce like. That is one 
reason good laying strains are not so easily 
made. The great stumbling biock with the 
utfl'ty poultry raiser is the inability to dis- 
tinguish between good and poor layers ina 
flock of otierwise healthy hens. 

= 
Why Egg Yield Is Low. 

The average tarm fiock of today is below 
litte attention pald by the farmet,» to (he se- 
little atinelon paid by the farmers to the se- 
lection of his breeding stock and in car‘ng for 
his flock. Many a farm flock is compelled to 
Work out its Own sUsienance. it must find 
its own feed and water, ard do its own 
mating. 

lhe tarmer or farmer's wife only thinks of 
he poultry when it Is time to gather the 
esés or catch some for the market. Ask 
toese Same farmers what their poultry is 
coiling and they will teil you they couidn't 
Possibly give you an approximate figure és 
to how many eggs the flock has laid, or how 
much the flock has brought in in dollars and 
cents,.or how many eggs and birds were used 
on the family table. They cannot tell you 
the age of any of the hens, and generally do 
not know just how many fowls they have on 
the farm. They may also use the same male 
bird year after year, and keep every chicken 
that is hatched whether it was stunted in its 
growth or not. 

Ti.ese same farmers are the ones that ridi- 
cule the articles they read about some city 
man or woman making several hundred dol- 
lars each year from poultry raised in the 
back yard. If the egg market depended on 
euch producers, eggs would certainly be a 
scarce commodity. There would only be 
breakfast eggs for the weaithy ard the poor 
would go without. 

= 
Experiments Beneficial. 

Much study has been given to the develop- 
ment of the productiveness of cur hens. 
State universities, experimental stations. 
private individuals have spent time and 
money in carrying out experiments along 
this line. Such work has resulted in much 
good to the present day poultry raiser, and is 
assisting him greatly in building up his 
flock to a higher standard of productiveness. 
The various egg laying contests which have 
been carried on in different parts of the 
country have given to the public many facts 
showing what the American hen is capable 
of doing under the right conditions. We are 
just beginning to learn the value of the hen 
on our farms and in our back yards. 

The introduction of the trap nest has been

there is no more guess work necessary in 
finding out which hens really do the work.

The man who has a knowledge of com- 
parative values will find that knowledge re- 
flected on his pay check. He may have 
tact and patience and all the other virtues 
50 essential, but he must know his stock, 
his values and those of the “ other fellow.”

Fertile Wisconsin Lumber Lands. 
AK PARK, 1LL.—{Back to The Land 
Bureau.|—I would be pleased to have 
some information about cutover land 
in Marinette county, Wisconsin, near 
the towns-of Porterfield and Loomis. 
I understand the sand is mostly a sandy 


loam with a@ gravel subsoll)--Is ‘suehdand 


productive? Will it retain moisture vell 
enough ‘to last through a dry period? Are 
the swamp lands, where tammerack and 
cedar grow abundantly, any good? What is 
the average cost of clearing and the value 
of these lands? Ww. W. 

The federa! soil survey of Marinette county 
indicates that practically all the soil in the 
vicinity of Loomis and Porterfield is-either 
Miami fine sandy loam or muck. Thé former 
is described as ‘‘ unduiating land supporting 
generally a strong growth of heavy hard 
wood and pine, the best soll in the county 
and suitable for all forms of crops.’ Sugar 
beets, apples, and small fruits are recom- 
mended for this sofi. 

The value of the land at the time the soll 
survey was made—1000—was from $15 to $25 
an acre for unimproved land and $40 to $90 
an acre for improved land. In the northern 
part of the county prices were from one-third 
to one-half of this. 

The Miami fine sandy loam yields about 
fifteen bushels of wheat to the acre, twenty 
bushels of bariey, sixteen bushels of rve, 
150 bushels of potatoes, fifteen to twenty 
bushele of peas, and two to three tons of 
hay per acre. Dairying f important and 
profitable. 

The ground water level in this soil is from 
ten to thirty feet below the surface, although 
sometimes wells must be drilled fifty to one 
hundred feet. Much moisture is held nearer 
the surface, however, and is kept available 
for the growth of crops by a clayey sub- 
soll. 

The muck which is found in districts whe. e 
the drainage is deficient proves to be muto 
the same as the surrounding land when 
érained, though some of it Is true alluvial 
soil and more valuable for celery, onions, 
spinach, lettuce, peppermint, and other truck 
crops. The tammerack and cedar found ir. 
these swampy arvas is valuable in itself. 

The altitude of thie section varies from 
5R0 feet to 1,600 feet above sea level. The 
climate is vigorous in winter and warm in 
summer. The rainfall is e>out inches ir 
the growing season and & iaches In the ron- 
growing season. .More information will be 
mailed to )ou.

Farm Land Near Duluth. 

Chicago, Ill.—{ Back to the Land Bureau. j— 
Will you let me know if land inthe immediate 
vicinity of Duluth, Minn., is good for general 
farming. I will also thank you for any in- 
formation you can give me in regard to tne 
upper peninsula of Michigan. E. E. D. 

A summary of the soll survey by federal ex- 
perts of the twelve townships immediately 
south and west of Duluth states that hay, 
wheat, oats, rye, barley, potatoes, and vege- 
tables should do well in this area.- The sol! 
survey was made In 1905 at which time hay 
was the principal product, two and three 
tons per acre not being uncommon. Yields of 
twenty-five bushels of wheat per acre were 
reported at the same time, but oats were rec- 
ommended as a better crop. Truck farming, 
particularly of strawberries, which ripen 
after the southern supply Is exhausted, was 
advised by the government investigators. 

The cost of unimproved land ranges from %5 
to $15 an acre and the cost of removing stumps 
and clearing it often equals or exceeds the 
Original purchase price. The conditions in 
this area are quite similar to those in tne 
uppe@ peninsula of, Michigan and more de- 
tailed information about both of them wil) be 
malled to you.

The climate at Citronelle averages from 51 
degrees in January to 81 degreesin July. The 
average date of the first killing frost in the 
fall is Nov. 22 and the last killing frost in the 
spring March 7. The rainfall averages fifty- 
Your inches a year, wei] distributed, but 
heaviest in June and July, Citronelle is 324 
feet higher than Mobile, which is on the guif 
coast, thirty-three miles south of it. 

The soll in the vicinity of Citronelle is chief- 
ly Norfolk sand, which is loose, easy to cul- 
tivate and well drained. It ls recommended 
by government experts for the raising of 
figs, peaches, Japanese plums, small fruit 
andtruck. The-walue ef-cutowver lands ranges 
from a few dollars to $20 an acfe. At the 
time the soll survey was made—about nine 
years ago—enormous crops of cabbages and 
other truck were being raised on the Norfolk 
loam in the vicinity of Mobile.

Southern Idaho. 

Chicago, I#.—[ Back to the Land Bureau. }-— 
Please give me some information about 
southern Idaho. We are about to invest in 
land about one mile northwest of Nampa. 
What would be the proper price for raw ir- 
rigate diland in this district? How are 
the conditions for growing apples, pear-:, 
phums, peaches, grapes, and cherries and is 
there any danger of an over supply of apples 
in the future? I see millions of trees have 
been planted in the last few years. What 
would you suggest to plant in this locality? 
Can everything be disposed of at a profit?

The commissioner of agriculture of Idaho 
states that land in Canyon county may be 
taken up for from $25 to $50 an acre, im- 
proved land for from $75 to $150 an acre, 
and orchards for from 83%) to $600 an acre. 

It is impossible for this bureau to tell 
you what to raise on the land that you may 
possibly buy. Much fruit is grown in the 
district and Nampa has a large sugar beet 
factory, flour mill, and grain elevator, which 
indicate markets for other products. There 
has been no noticeable decrease in the 
world’s appetite for apples, bit no farmer 
can get a guarantee from any one and cer- 
tainly not from this bureau that any or all 
of his crops can be disposed of “ata profit.” 
One Of the reavons that the profits of farm- 
ing are large ia that the risks taken are big.

Cotton Land in Georgia. 

Chicago. Ill —{ Back to the Land Bureau.}— 
I have 2,000 acres in Georgia, located fifteen 
miles north of Waycross. Can you say ifthis 
is good cotton land, and if sea island cotton 
can be raised in this location? If so, where 
can sea island coiton seed be obtained?

It is quite impossible to tell whether your 
land is suitable for ralsing sea isiand cotton, 
as the federal soil survey shows variations 
of soll in a single square mile in the terri- 
tory you name, ranging from those most 
favorable to this product to those utterly 
worthless for its production. The govern- 
ment report on sea island cotton indicates 
that only a few hundred bales were raised in 
Ware county, while several thousand bales 
were raised in the two counties adjoining 
on the north and east. It will be well worth 
your while to visit your land and have ex- 
perts determine its adaptation to thiscrop, as 
sea isiand cotton sells for several times as

ments. I would like to know about the soil 
fertility and value of this land. 

I have been in business in the same loca- 
tion for fifteen years, and have made a nice 
living until lately. But competition has 
grown so strong and expenses so high that 
it is pretty hard to get along now. I have 
saved up $10,000 which is Invested in real 
estate. If I sheuld sell my real estate I 
would have to do so at a big loss, but I can 
trade it off for the above farm. I have had 
some experience in farming, but sold. my 
farm because my boys were too smal! then 
to help on it. I have five children from 5 
to 18 years old. I would like very much to 
have your advice on this case. S. M. 

There is no federal! soib survey of Columbia 
county; nor is one really necessary. It ie 
rot a new section about which there is 
doubt, but is a section which has been farmed 
for generations which have established the 
fertility and quality of its soile by expert- 
ence. As you are so close to it-you should 
certainly not purchase without visiting the 
farm and finding out about it from neigh- 
bors, from taxation records, and careful per- 
‘sonal inspection. Thomas F. Hunt, profes- 
sor of agronomy in Cornell untversity, has 
written a book, **‘ How to Choose a Farm.” 
which may be of great assistance to you in 
determining its value. 

The crops suitabie to this section are shown 
by the statistics in the last report of the 
board of agriculture of Wisconsin, which 
show that Columbia county that year raised: 
1,494,000 bushels of corn, 1,487,000 bushels of 
oats, 387,000 bushe!s of barley, 1,078,000 bush- 
els of potatoes, 1.954 bushels of clover seed, 
6,083 busheis of timothy seed, 2,000 tons of 
eugar beets, 46,000 tons of hay, and 3,087,000 
pounds of tobacco.

Apple land in the 
mountain districts in the north and south 
of San Diego may be bought in the raw state 
for from $15 to $30 an acre, and improved 
land for from $50 to $150 an acre. The prin- 
cipal crops of the vicinity are garden truck 
and fruit.

Escambia County, Florida. 

Chicago, Il.—[ Back to the Land Bureau. ]— 
I have purchased twenty acres of land twen- 
ty-five miles north of Pensacola, Fla., in Ees- 
cambia county, but have been unable to 
make a trip to investigate it. I would like to 
know about the climate, eci!l. and anything 
else you can tell me about this district.—J, 
R. R. 

The nerthern part of Escambia county, te- 
ginning about twenty miles from the gulf, fe 
undulating and well drained. The area unt . 
recently has been very eparsely settied, » 
few lumber companies folding most of the. 
ground. Cattle have roamed at wil! and set- 
tlers have been forced to fence securely to 
keep them out. 

Pensacola. the metropolis of western Flor- 
ida, and Mobile are the markets open te 
farmers in this territory. 

The climateis that which prevails generally 
on the gulf coast, the first killing frost in the 
fall coming in December and the last in 
spring in February, making possible two and 
sometimes three crops a year. The weather 
bureau station at Pensacola states that there 
are on an average of nineteen days during 
the summer when the temperature goes as 
high as 90 degrees. The northern part of the 
county is warrher in summer, colder in win- 
ter, and has a higher rainfall. The average 
rainfall at Pensacola is fifty-seven inches a 
year. 

An inspection of the map of the soil survey 
indicates that your land is probably composed 
of the soil known as Norfolk fine sandy loam. 
Of this soil the federal report says: “ The 
fineness and somewhat compact nature of the 
soll, together with its fair organic matter 
content and heavy subeoil,.makes this type 
well suited to maintain crop growth through- 
out the summer season. Occastonally there 
is a tendency tocrust slightly after rains, but 
as a whole this soil is easily cultivated. Its 
nearly level topography and compactness of 
structure greatly enhance its value. 

“The type is confined principally tg the 


‘more elevated sections of the country, espe- 


clally the crests of ridges, the surface In such 
cases being moderately rolling. Frequente- 
ly, however, these ridges expand, forming @ 
broad, level plateau and giving to the type 
a nearly level eurface. Small ponds and 
swampy places three to four acres in extent 
are of frequent occurrence over such areas. 
With the exception of limited areas on these 
flat surfaces the type is well drained. 

“ The native forest growth upon this type 
is almost exclusively longleaf pine. A good 
wire grass sod is usually found covering this 
soil in its virgin state. 

“With the exception 6 the Orangeburg 
sandy loam and the Orangeburg’loam, both 
of which are of minor importance as regards 
extent, the Norfolk fine sandy loam is the 
most desirable farming soll in the country. 
It is also a very desirable soll for heavy and 
late truck crops. Thefe facts. together with 
its relatively large extent and general dis- 
tribution, make ita very !mportant factor in 
the agricultural development of the country. 

‘In view of the fact that Escambia county 
possesses similar climatic conditions and is 
in the same general region as those counties 
farther east in the state in which the growth 


of wrapper leaf tobacco has been eStablished,. | 


the question has been raised as to the prob- 
able success of this crop in this area. 
‘Sugar cane, corn, peavine hay;-a little 
oats, and some cotton are the crops now 
grown. ‘The sirup produced from the cane 
is of a good color and quality and the yield 
ranges from 300 to 450 gallons per acre. Corn 
yields about twenty bushels per acre and 


with moderate fertilization and culttvattess 


thirty-five bushels can be obtained. Hay 
vields about one and one-half tons per acre, 
which represents at least two cuttings. The 
type has considerable merit as a cotton soil, 
though little has as yet been grown upon it. 
Cotton does better after the land has been 
worked in some other crop for a year or twe 
after it {s cleared. Sugar cane or sweet po- 
tatoes seem te be the best crop to grow on the 
new land. Of the truck crops radishes, 
beans, tomatoes. lettuce, spinech, and 
strawberries would probably be the most 
suitable. These would require heavy fertil- 
ization. The rolling areas of the typeare wajl 
adapted to fruit growing, especally peaches, 
of which several thousand trees have recent- 
ly been set out. Pecans do well on the more 
level areas. 

“The cheapness of land and lumber, the 
mildness of the climate, and the comparative- 
ly low cost of living all make !t easy to obtain 
a start in farming in this section.”’

Heat Keeps Bacteria at Bay. 


Heat keeps at bay the Swarms of malevo- 
lent bacteria invisible to the naked eye but 
present under the microscope in numbers 
that defy calculation.

The pre- 
vailing faith in the conserving powers of 
the refrigerator is based upon a half truth. 
Bacteria do not multiply when the object to 
be preserved is set upon or in the ice. —The 
cold makes them torpid. We all know that 
foods which have been kept in cold storage 
spoil more quickly when they are removed 
to the outer air than if they had never been 
kept in the lower temperature. The evi! 
germs awaken tv more vigoi ous life for the 
temporary inaction. 


Your merchant warns you as you buy 
from wagon or counter that “' the fish have 
been in the ice and must be put dfreotly fn 
the refrigerator when you get them home 
or they will spojl—sure!"’ He never troubles 
his brain with’ explanations of the reason 
for haste. It is your business as a wise 
twentieth century householder and keeper 
to know why and to guard against the cer- 
tain danger.

Real Meaning of Decomposition. 

You let your “leftovers” of fiesh, fowl, 
and fish, of puddings, pies, and jellies, of 
vegetables and biscuits, muffins, ete. get 
dead cold before putting them into the re- 
frigerator, ae is but right and proper. But 
while they are in cooling who thinks of 
covering them? Who refiects upon the 
tempting repaet she is offering to the afore- 
@aid invisible hordes of depredators whose 
favorite haunts are cesspools, garbage 
cans, and kitchens? 

By the time the provigions are cold 
enough to be set in the cold closet or ice- 
box they are covered with the germs of in- 
cipient decomposition. which means coming 
to life rather than decaying, according to 
the scientific interpretation put upon ft. 

One substance is a joy to the unseen and 
ineatiable raiders. Gelatin is a most ap- 
Proved medium of “ culture.” Bacteria 
burrow and breed in it with wicked glee 
that makes “‘culture”’ an easy task to the 
microscopist.. One may fancy the hot haste 
with which they settle upon the mold of 
jelly—wine, aspic, blanc mange, or snow 
pudding—set in the window to “ firm” by 
the maker, who is careful to fit screens in 
every door and window to keep afar files 
that everybody is learning now bring filth 
and disease into the home. 

A pot of honey teft In the outer air would 
not attract files so soon and in such num- 
bers as the mold or bow! of amber or snow 
white jelly wooes to itself. By the time the 
uncovered delicacy is firm enough te turn 
out it is heavily “‘ charged "’ with organisms 
that will awaken in good trim and in due 
time when snug and warm in the human 
gtomach. As we aave seen, burial in ice 
does not kill them.

Experiment in Melting Ice. 


Years ago I had an illustration of this 
ecientific truth in experiments made upon 
melted ice we suspected to have been taken 
from a tainted pond. The ice wae melted 
slowly under glass, that no new denizens 
might get at it. Then the microscope was 
set over the water. It was fullof wriggling 
things, rejoicing in their freedom from the 
temporary bondage of cold. 

Some one to whom I talked the other 
éay upon this matter of covering foods re- 
marked philosophically: 

** You leave out of sight the pleasant fact 
that there are benevolent as well as malevo- 
lent bacteria, and that we owe what meas- 
ure of health we enjoy largely to their con- 
tinual fight with and repeated victories over 
our enemies. Why not let them fight it out 
and abide by the result?” 

I answered then what I say now, that we 
cannot depend with any degree of certainty 
upon being always in the perfect physical 
condition that makes probable, much less 
sure, the victory of the benignant germs. 
Moreover, ‘why oblige our allies in the fight 
for health to do double duty? 

Coming down to things seen and common- 
place, it is good housewifery to keep foods 
of all kinds covered instead of exposing 
them to the action of the air and the possibly 
noxious influences that it may contain.

Advantage of Glass Cover, 

If yOu have a glass cover to protect your 
Jellies as they cool you can see and wipe 
away. as it forms, the moisture arising 
from the warm mass. While it is never 
present in. such quantities as to affect the 
firmness of the jelly or blanc mange it 
ig well to get rid of it. If you use a metal 
or Repcelain cover do’ the same. It*is a 
g00d ‘plan to provide yourself with a num- 
ber of what are sold as “ dish covers’ of 
various sizes, which will At down closely 
over the dish or bow! or pan in which you 
put the food preparatory to setting itaway. 

No neat cook puts food away in the dish 
in which it was served upon the table. 
FKarthenware pans or bowls are preferable 
to metal for this purpose. Pie plates of 
tin or crockery make capital lids for these. 
With this use in mind, you may buy them 
of assorted sizes and fit to receptacles of 
corresponding dimensions. 

Does all this sound far-fetched and over 
careful? ‘Believe it, dear fellow hoube- 
mother, you cannot afford’ to overicok 
What seem to you trifles in the sum of your 
daily living and striving for others’ wel- 
fare. The day has gone by when tales 
of disease communicated to a whole neigh- 
borbood by germs in neglected milk cans 
was scouted as the extreme of possibility. 
conveyed in a fevered kiss; and through 
the mail in a letter sent from ‘a hosptial, 
were scouted as the extreme of possibility. 

We have a loose way of saying of pre- 
cautions enjoined by up to date sapecial- 
ists “‘ that there is such a thing as being 
more nice than Wise.” 

I had a sensible cook once whose pet 
proverb was: “It's better to be sure than 
sorry.” It is a safe working maxim. Bet- 
ter a thuusand times to spend a little more 
money in buying covers and lids, end time 
in adjusting each to its place, than to 
serve innutritious foods and to invite dis- 
ease.

Recipe for Quince Marmalade. 

“I wish more of the members of the 
Helping Hand would give their good ideas 
and recipes more frequently te you for 
publication for the benefit of thos of us 
who are always willing and glad to’ learn 
from the experience of others. Almost 
every housekeeper knows at least some one 
thing grat might be useful to her neighbor.

As if in direct reply to the eminently 
sensible suggestion, there have come to us 
a dozen or more practical hints and formu- 
las from some of our most capable house- 
mothers. JI please myself and edify read- 
ers by inserting a few specimen articles: 

“The season for putting up that excel- 
lent dnd wholesome fruit, the quince, is 
at hand. Here ils a recipe for a conserve 
that everybody likes: 

“ QUINCE MARMALADE—Pare, quar- 
ter, and core firm, ripe quinces and cit into 
small pieces. Weigh them and allow an 
equal quantity of sugar. Put the fruit into 
a porcelain lined kettle with barely enough 
water to cover it. Cook slowly until the 
fruit is tender and tranalucent. Skim fre- 
quently. Take out the fruit with a per- 
forated skimmer and spread upon dishes. 
Now add the sugar to the water in which 
the fruit was boiled. Bring to a fast boil 
and remove the scum. Drop in the quinces. 
Boil steadily fifteen minutes after the 
bubble has fairly begun; remove from the 
Gre and put into small jars or jelly glasses 
that have been rolled in hot water to pre- 
vent breaking. 


* I cut the quinces Into smal bits of uni- 


form size and put up in tumblers, as the 
sirup makes a firm jelly about the fruit. 


-When you wish to use it, dip the tumbler 


into hot water, and the contents will turn 
out In a solid mass. 

* Quinces that are too smal! and specked 
to be made into preserves in the usual 
way may be utilized as marmalade and 
are nice. Mrs. Marr Mc”

remarks, is both delicious and wholesome. | 
It has likewise slightly medicinal quall- 
ties, soothing sore throats and allaying 
coughs.

Two Timely Suggestions. 


“TI have seen in the corner a request for 
@ method of washing a plume. Also, for 
renovating jet passementerie. The an- 
nexed recipes may solve the problems for 
the uneasy possessors of trimming and 
plume. 

“TO WASH A PLUME.—Make a suds 
of floating soap and cold water, and let it 
stand for two or three hours. Then put 
the plume into hot water; let it remain 
about twenty minutes. Lay it on a clean 
cloth, and remove any dirt which may 
remain with a plece of soft cloth or silk 
dipped in. soapsads; rinse in five changes 
of hot water: lay it.on a towel; touch it 
lightly with a-piece of cloth rolled up, to 
restore the curl. When almost dry shake 
until fluffy; place in tissue paper and place 
in the warming oven of the stove to dry 
thoroughly. To curl it, {f necessary, use 
an fvory paper cutter—the dull side of the 
blade. 


“ RENOVATING OLD JET.—Old fet can. 


be so renovated as to look absolutely new, 
and by a simple process, one especially 
useful for old fringes, the thread and tape 
of which turn gray. First mend carefully, 
then spread in a small, flat dish and cover 
with a good ink—jet black, if possible 
After a few minutes, lift out with some 
meta! utensil that will not be stained by 
the ink, and drain on thick newspaper, 
spreading the trimming out flat until dry. 
Old fashioned jets rarely are made with 
anything but beads, but if spangles are in 


. the trimming, greater care must be taken. 


Do not allow the slightest fold in the wet

material, as the wet spangles may become 
sticky; and reradve from the ink as soon 
as the threads have absorbed the color. 
Old trimmings made of ‘ bugles” are ¢s- 
pecially of value just now, these being the 
most expensive of all trimming jets.

Some Uses for Peroxide.

“USES OF PEROXIDE OF HYDRO- 
GEN—When wearing a jacket the waist is 
oiten stained from perspiration with dye 
from the jacket lining. This may be re- 
moved by putting the stained part in 
siightly diluted hydrogen peroxide and let- 
ting # stand for an hour or more, then rinse 
and wash the waist as usual and the stain 
will come out without injury te the gar- 
ment. ’ 

“Ink stains may be removed in the same 
way. 

* Pleces of ol4 lace which have turned 
yellow with age may be bleached with this 
solution. 

* Rust stains may aleo be taken out with 
hydrogen peroxide solution. Mrs. A. 8.” 

Are you morally certain that the peroxide 
wf not rot the threads of textile fabrics? 
We are told upon good authority that gar- 
ments treated with this valuable bleacher, 
then pressed with a hot iron, fall to pieces 
with the wearing. Will you write again 
and reassure us upon this point? { am 
personally a beilever in the many virtues 
of peroxide of hydrogen. It holds a per- 
manent place in the rack of “ must bes ”’ 
that graces the wal! of my dressing room. 
It is applied to fresh cuts to prevent poi- 
sonous from mingling with the 
blood; itis an ink extractor; a hat bleacher: 
when diluted, a throat spray; and it cleans 
the nails more quickly and thoroughly than 
any other application of which I have 
knowledge. 

But if it eat into the warp and woot 
of delicate stuffs—one must beware of 
over confidence.

undergarments from soll when the little 
tot is sitting in the dirt. To me the most 
practical style of bloomers is that which 
buttons at each side and has a placket over 
each hip. When making the bloomers 
the seams are best felled—after stitching 
@ plain seam on the wrong side, trim one 
edge, very near the stitching, then fold 
the other edge over the shorter one like a 
hem and stitch it fat to the body of the 
material. 

For a placket most people find that « 
straight strip of the material, perhaps three 
inches in width, sewed around the edges of 
the slashes like a double fold, is the easiest 
to handle. 

Another method for making a placket, 
one that would be practical for romper 
bloomers, is to put a fold on the edge of 
the slash that is toward the front of the 
figure and a false hem at the other edge. 
For the fold, a strip of material an inch 
and a half wide and as long as the slash 
has been made, plus the width of a seam, 
will -be required, first sewing the edge of 
the slash and the strip together in a plain 
seam and then folding the latter in halt and 
turning it under like a hem and just cov- 
ering the first stitching. 

Be sure to put this on the edge of the 
slash toward the front, because when fin- 
ished It is more convenient to have the back 
button over on the front than the reverse, 
especially if the bloomers are to be worn 
upder e frock. 

* 


A Waist for the Bloomers, 


When cutting the strip for the other edge 
allow an inch more in the length and make 
it two inches wide. First gew the edge 
of the slash and the strip together, hold- 
ing the latter to the wrong side of the ma- 
terial and starting at the top so that the 
extra inch of material will come at the 
bottom. 

Then fold the strip to the other side of 
the material, but do not fold the edge of 
the slash back with it, and let the strip go 
around the other edge, as you would when 
putting a facing on the right side of the 
bottom of a skirt and did not want to make 
the skirt any shorter—then turn the strip 
like a false hem, stitch it to the body 
of the material, within an inch of the bot- 
tom. 

The extra Inch at the bottom of the strip 
will serve as a good finish. Turn in the 
corners to form a point and stitch it flat, 
catching the other side of the placket. 

Of course, if your pattern has @ seam 
ever the hips inetead of im the center of 
the garment, it is a simple matter to cutan 
extension for the placket at either side.

| ers are to be worn is made in one piece and 
does not have a belt at the waist line on 
which to attach the bloomers it is best 
to make an extra waist with large arm- 
holes and no sleeves so that they will stay 
up.

Easiest Design Is the Best. 


Of course, for ordinary play dresses. the 
easiest design is the best and the least time 
it takes to make the better for the: poor 
home dresemaker. Although mother and 
the eMer sisters have quite forgotten the 
Peasant dCresses, they are still figuring 
among the coolest little frocks for the smell! 
sister of the family. 

Those play dreeses are cut all in one 
piece with the sleeve and can be made in 
remarkably short time. The only draw- 
back, the wear under the arms, can be 
remedied in so many Ways that one need 
have no fear of them. $ 

One of the simple ways for preventing 
the dress from wearing under the arms 
fs by ingerting a small gueset at the point 
where the sleeves seem to meet the body 
of the dress. The best shape for the gusset 
is that of a diamond, about four inches long 
and two inches wide. To get the flattest 
effect when sewing In a gusset it is beet 
to sew ft to the body of the dress es you 
would a patch, turning it under and hem- 
ming it all around; then turning the dress 
on the other side, do the same thing to the 
dress, hemming it to the gusset with nar- 
rowest hem pessible and yet making it 
strong. 

Another way to give more material under 
the arm is to put a slash dbout an inch 
and a half long in the body of the dress on 
either sf_de and in the back and the front 
where the skeve seems to join the body 
then join a straight plece of the material 
ebout three and a half inches wide to the 
side of the dress, starting at the slash and 
running to the hem. When the seam inthe 
sleeve is joined the slash can then be 
sewed to the top of the extra material

She has an expert knowledge of Caxton’s 
books and the rare old prints of masters. 

Her opinion en relits of the past, such as 
ancient manuscripts and etchings, is sought by~ 
the richest collectors in America. 

She recently*bonght «leven books for a total 
of $80,000. At auctions she will bid for 
hours with a coolness that astonishes the 
most experienced veterans, 
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She can tell by feeling the paper when au 
unmarked book was made. 

She goes all the way to Rome for informa- 
tion that seems most trivial to the average 
person regarding rare old editions. 

But One Restriction on Purchases. 

She can draw on the richest man in the 
world for any amount she wants providing it 
is spent wisely. 

She knows in her head the locatien and ap- 
pearance of practitally every volume on the 
shelves of the great Morgan library. 

She is voung—barely 2. 

She is chic—dresses in the Jatest fashion. 

She is decidedly pretty and has the air of a 
young belle of the “four hundred.” 

If you should see her walking down Fifth 
avenue in a picture hat, as. you might easily 
almost any day if you happeried to be on Fifth 
avenue, you would not believe that the dark 
young. woman with dark, brilliant evese was 
anything more than one of the city’s many 
society girls. If vou should be introduced to 
her and listen to her engaging. vivacious chat- 
ter you would not believe that she was any- 
thing less than one of the most charming and 
popular of them all. 

Miss Belle Green began to learn about old 
books in the Princeton library, where she 
made a special study of them under the direc- 
tion of Junius Morgan, nephew to J. Pierpont. 
She is familiar with every style of binding and 
type and illuminated letter through three or 
four centuries. They are all she cares partic- 
ularly about in the way of books. 

4: 

What Appearances Would Indicate. 

Seeing Miss Green in her home, one would 
still imagine that she was only’ a decidedly 
clever society girl, with intellectual tastes. 
judging from the bookcases that occupy a 
prominent place in the living room of the 
apartment, where she lives with her mother, 
and with certain art interests, to judge by the 
tapestries on her wall and the carved trinkets 
on the mantel and tables and writing desk. 
When she tells you at this late day that she 
is just beginning to have time to enjoy Ibsen 
you wonder whether opera, dancing, or motor- 
ing bas interfered with her education. 

It is not a simple matter to be librariamfor 
such a collection as J. Pierpont Morgan has 
brought together. One has to study in diverse 
fields and be ready at the slightest warning to 
identify any form of book that is put up for 
sale. For there are stolen books to be guarded 
against, as well as spurious. 

The book recently purchased for $42,000 
was the famous William Caxton edition of 
Sir Thomas Mallory’s “ Morte d’Arthur.” 
Everything Caxton did is famous, they sav. 
No one has ever been anple to bind books quite 
as beautifully as he did. Miss Green bought 
eleven. of his books once for more than $80,000, 
and it was counted a remarkably shrewd bar- 
gain at that. 

* 
Lump Sum Offered for Books. 

There is a story about the purchase. An 
English lord owned them. He had a large and 
varied library, but he needed the money’ So 
he advertised them at auction. Miss Green 
went to England, saw the lord, offered him a 
lump sum for the eleven Caxtons, and he took 
it. She was at a dinner of bibliophiles in 
London when a telegram came accepting her 
offer. The man sitting next her had just been 
beseeching her not to bid against him for one 
of the eleven, which he desired greatly. “All 
right, I won't,” she told him, when she had. 
read the monty. The day of the sale he 
found out why.” 

Miss Green is not particularly. interested in 


a book unless it is several hundred years old. 


She doesn't bother about them at all. But if 


“it has ‘the mist of ages on it a book arouses 


her enthusiasm. She can tell you who printed 
and bound it, how many like it there are in 
the world, who owns them, whit they paid for 
them, and the citcumstances of furchase and 
the state of preservation. She knows eB about 
them. 

Early printed books are not always signed 
by the printer, and the date is often omitted. 
Then it is that scholarship is necessary. Miag 
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All day Miss Green works among ‘books most of 
which were printed before America was discovered. 


Green bes tied eubodaniiiie. She knows everr- 
thing regarding the history of type and bind- 
ing. She can tell by examining a printed page 
at about what time in the history of the worl:] 
it was in the press by the formation of the 
type, by little twists and tails on it, by the 
heaviness of the blackface. 


* * 
Kind of Paper Determines Date. 


And she can tell by the paper. Sometimes 
she has to determine the point of time by a 
knowledge of contemporaneous thought. For 
instance, she fixed the date of one book by the 
picture of an obscure saint that was in vogue 
at a certain place at a certain time, Obedient 
to the current fashion in saints, the picture of 
this saint, practically unknown, was placed in 
the book ; and Mias Green, knowing all about 
the fashions in saints, was able to say wher 
the book was printed from that. 

When she doesn't know she does not hesi 
tate to ask. She goes all the way to the vati- 
can to ask the man there and makes frequent 
trips to Eurepe in quest of information that 
would not seem of great importance to the 
average person. But it is important. Because 
if you don’t know all these little teings you 
may pay several thousand dollars for a book— 
even $42,000—that is spurious, an imitation, 
a counterfeit. 

You wouldn't believe all this of Miss Green 
if you saw her.’ She is only 26 and appears 
more like a popular society girl of the upper 
set than a librarian. She is chic and does not 
wear glasses. Her hair is permitted to grow 
and is arranged in the latest fashion. You 
might suspect her of intellectual tastes at the 
second glance, but your suspicions would van- 
ish at the third.

Interest in Primitive Aroused. 

Mr. Morgan is like a schoolboy among his 
books, Miss Green says. “ Years after a big 
collection has been bought and catalogued hb» 
will come into the library and say: ‘Miss 
(Jreen, let me see such and such a book,’ mea- 
tioning a volume of not much importance and 
one which I may have forgotten. Then he 
will tell me exactly on what shelf it is to be 
found. His mind is photographic. He can 
stand before a shelf for a short time and then 
locate the position of any book shotld he ever 
want it in days to come. 

“ At first art was of chief importance to Mr. 
Morgan. Once he would not have anything tu 
do with tht primitive, but now his interest is 
thoroughly keen in it, and I hope he will soon 
be concerned with Moslem art. It is the art

Teach Mothers to Care for Babies. . 


EY are trying to give the Chicago 
Ghetto baby a fighting chance. 

They are trying to help him live and 
grow healthily and happily. 

They are going at it through the education 
of the mother. 

People who seldom or never venture into 
the Ghetto little realize how farreaching is 
this educational work. 

An 11 months old baby lay on the table in 
one of the dozen or so Elizabeth McCormick 
open air tents, kicking his legs as high as he 
could and grinning at the nurse with utmost 
good nature. Occasionally his majesty would 
indulge in a long speech in baby language, 
which the nurse would encourage by talking 
back. 

“That's right, tell nurse all your troubles.” 

Three hours earlier this baby had convul- 
And the mother, the wife of a laborer 
who earns $7 a week when he is work- 
ing, is nine months out of 
twelve, was advised by a neighbor to 
take the child to the open air tent 
where a doctor and several nurses 
were engaged in the business of sav- 
ing babies.

Criminologists described it as “ Chicago's 
maniacal murder,” and Asst. Chief of Polite 
Schuettler, an authority of national reputa- 
tion, said “the fiend’s brutality superseded 
that of Whitechapel’s famous ‘ Jack the Rip- 
per.”” The bebeading was done with the 
skill of a surgeon, and there was never the 
slightest doubt in the police mind that some 
one well versed in anatomy ae committed 
the crime. 

The missing head bore mute evidence that 
the crime was that of an insane person who 
gleated at the sight of blood and torture, and 
that he had carried away the head as sort of 
a memento of his act. Such a display of 
knowledge of the human body cast suspicion 
in the direction of some person of perhaps 
superior mental attainments, and an imaz- 
inary clew led to the group of hospitals and 
gnedical colleges farther south—a trail “thet 
seemed to bear fruit when on Jan. 22, 1910, 
the head was found in the snow covered fot 
at 2521 Armour avenue. But the clew 
proved barren ano then the police experts 
acreed that it was an insane cunning that 
covered the tracks of the criminal.

Enchevv Enters the Mystery. 

Three days after the discovery of the body 
—ut a time when at least a dozen of the 
slain woman's former companions were being 
introduced to all the mysteries of the 
“ ibird degree,” Galesko Enchevy, a Bul- 
grian, became violently abusive in a drug 
store at West Madison and Halsted streets 
and was. sent to a cell in the Desplaines 
street police station. When arraigned in the 
police court the next morning he was per- 
fectsiy rational, cleverly led the police to be- 
lieve he was merely drunk, and was let of 
with a -fme of $1 and costs. 

A month later Evchevy was wandering 
aimlessly in the vicinity of Cottage Grove 
avenne and Thirty-first street: when Lieut.

Forger Attempts to Get Savings. 

Dale had never heard of Enchevv being 
mentioned in connection with the Cleghorn 
murder, and neither did Detective Barien 
up until July 18, 1910, when he was called 
to the Chicago Savings bank to intercept a 
man who tmpersonated Enchevvy and at- 
tempted to draw from deposit $60 of En- 
chevv's money‘on a forged signature. The 
impersonator resembled Enchevy in many 
particulars, but “fell down” by filling out a 
slip for only $60 for the entire account, 
whereas Enchevv: had deposited a total of 
$120, which, with accrued interest, now 
amounted to $121.80. But before Detective 
Barden reached the bank the forger had fled. 

So the thing progressed—Lieut. Smith try- 
ing to connect “ Enchevor”’ with the Clez- 
horn murder and men from Schuettler’s office 
endeavoring to get some clew to the missing 
Enchevv and the people who were trying to 
defraud him out of his belongings—uotil 
Mrs. Hope one day visited the unfortunates 
at Dunning °and. there spied her former 
roomer. 

“ The police say I killed a woman; that’s 
why I am here,” Enchevv explained to his 
former landlady. She questioned him closely; 
bunt could get nothing more out of him. Mrs. 
Hope, who, since Enchevv’s unexplained dis- 
appearance and his failure to notify her of 
his predicament, had been doing some tall and 
deep thinking, recognized some relation be- 
tween this remark and Enchevv's frequent 
diseussions of murder in general. She con- 
sulted with her husband and other roomers 
and had. her suspicions aroused to such a de- 
gree that further police investigation of the 
fellow’s movements was’ deemed essential.

Some More Circumstantial Evidence. 

Detective Dale. was sent for. He broke 
open the man's trunk, and his search. was 
rewarded by finding a broken, blood stained 
knife, scissors, blood stained overshoes, and 
dried blood on the-sleeves and breast of the 
coat. Inquiry disclosed the fact that En- 
chevy was absent from home the night Mrs. 
Cleghorn was niurlered. 

Whe were the friends of Enchevy? No- 
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body about the Hope house knew any of his 


associates outside the rooming house. 

Dale hastened to tell Sghuettier what he 
had learned. Schuettler got in communicatioa 
with the immigration officials and learned 
that Enchevy reached Chicago from Dive- 
covo, Bulgaria, on Nov. 29, 1907, and was 
‘* destined ” to Gligor Dimitroff of Sangatmon 
street. An interview witth Dimitroff re- 
vealed that.-Enchevvy had asked his spongor: 
‘Would you think any less of me if you 
knew that I had committed murder?’ Dimit- 
roff answered: “ That depends upon the cir- 
cumstances.” There the subject was 
dropped, and,. until the police interviewed 
him, Dimitroff was at a loss to explain En- 
chevy’s strange conduct. It was iater 
learned that Enchevvy had asked others the 
same strange question.

Attempts to Take Own Life. 

Dimltroff told the police that Enchevv 
once lived at 121 Illinois street and that in 
January, 1908, Enchevy jumped out of the 
window with suicida! intent and refused to 
make any explanation beyond that his “ head 
had hurt and he didn’t know what he was 
about.” 

Here again the police memory was®brought 
into action and Schuettler recalled that on 
Jan. 20, 1908, the headless body of a woman 
was dragged out of the lake in Jackson park. 
She was disfigured in similar manner ‘to the 
Cleghorn woman. Failure to recover héer 
head prevented her idertification. While 
seeking information recarding Encheyy's ar- 
rival Schuettler learned that the immigration 
service, at the instization of County Agent 
J. W. Belmont, was preparing to deport En- 
chevy as an Insane alien who had been in 
America leas than three vears. 

Schuettler at once called a halt on the de- 
portation plans. Summoning Dale, Barden, 
and Mills and a stenographer ‘the assistant 
chief went to Dunning and subjected En- 
chevy to a quizzing. At this time the man 
appeared perfectly rational.

Loss of Memory Convenient. 

Several days later Schuettler again called 
and put the patient through the same process, 
but the instant Enchevy was cornered, or 
what Schuettler considered “cornered/” he 
conveniently forgot. 

Subsequently Schuettler got a pretty weil 
defined notion that Enchevvy was shamming, 
and he grew a bit rough, when Enchevv calm- 
ly said: “1 would be a fool to admit to you 
or any other police officials that I had com- 
mitted a murder. You can’t get me.” 

Schuettler laid the facts before an assist- 
ant state’s attorney. Other medical experts 
were called into the case, and they agreed 
with Dr. Eberlein's diagnosis, and it was 
then concluded it would be a travesty on jus- 
tice to attempt to indict an insane man, es- 
pecially where the proof wasn't conclusive. 
It was a strong circumstantial case, but there 
was practically no direct evidence. 

Enchevv was then turned over to the im- 
migration officials, and he calmly told Dr. 
Prentis that “his head had been out of or- 
der, but had been fixed.” The immigration 
inquiry found him to be insane, and he was 
deported ongthe steamship Numidian on Aug. 
19, 1910.

Letter Written to Landlady.

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Circular Letters Sent to Police. 


With information of his freedom Schuettler, 
realizing what a dangerous man Enchevv 
might be, sent out circular letters to the p>- 
lice all over the United States, instructing 
them to be on the alert and if possible cap- 
ture Enchevv and hold him for the arrival of 
the Chicago police. Schuettler’s letter drew 
attention to the fact that Enchevv used a pe- 
culiarly worded advertisement in seeking a 
position as chauffeur, expressing a preference 
certain type o automobile. Subse- 
quently the police chief at Milwaukee saw a 
newspaper advertisement of the style desiz- 
nated. 

Schuettler’s circular described Enchevy as 
a stockily built man of about 23, 5 feet 2 
inches tall, with brown hair and brown eyes, 
a low sloping forehead with the hair of the 
head and the eyebrows almost meeting.~ It 
also pointed out that Enchevv had a “ pierc- 
ing, wild look.” 

Not long afterwards Schuettler received a 
message that a man suspected of being 
Enchevy was in custody. Detectives. Dole 
and Barccn were sen: td bring him back. 
They didn’t, however, because he wasn't 
Enchevv, but the description of the two men 
—even to the megta!l deficiency—was almost 
identical, and when Schuettler was given the 
disappointixu:, news, he remarked: 

“I wonder if they are dumping all the 
crazy Europeans in America!”

On the day following the immigration 
officials issued their second warrant for 
Enchevv. He was given his second hearing 
before the immigration board, and gave the 
most exacting description of how he was de- 
ported, the ship he sailed on, how the Ry. 
garian authorities refused to make him a pris. 
oner, and everything else that could be og. 
pected from a perfectly sane man. 

Then he was asked bluntly: 
you insane?” 

He answered: “I was off for a while: ] 
must have been, because. I knew nothing of 
what had happened. I could not control my- 
self. But I am entirely well again. I! just 
made up my mind that I had to come back. 
This is the country for me, and it’s no use 
for you to deport me any more, for in 
America I intend to stay. I will take out my 
naturalization papers right away. This is 
God’s country, the land of freedom.”

Escape from Detention Hospital. 

On Jan. 5, 1911, Enchevv, being adjudged 
insane by the immigration board of inquiry 
the second time, was recommitted to the De- 
tention hospital for the second time, prepara- 
tory for another adjudication by the County 
court, and to await the formalities necessary 
to his deportation. 

On Jan. 14. 1911, County Physician H. L. 
Davis, the official in charge of the Detention 
hospital, wrote the police and the immigra- 
tion officials that Enmchevy escaped on tlie 
same day of his arrival, and the hospital an- 
thorities had since been devoting their o- 
ergies to locating. him, and now they believed 
it was time for help. 

The explanation was that an attendant 
named Castleberry had assigned Enchevrv and

“another quiet man” to assist in carrying 
the trays of food up from the basement kitchen 
to the dining room, when suddenly FEnchevy 
tossed his tray aside and darted out the rear 
door, up the alley and over. a fence, coatless 
and hatless.

With the downfall of Greece and Rome this 
teaching of platonic :‘love was forgotten in 
those countries along with many other wie 
teachings. It was only with the coming of 
feudalism that the belief in platonic love was 
revived. Poets and troubadours sang of their 
lady loves and of the fairest. women in the 
lands. Squires bound themselves to powerful 
and brave knights, but they devoted their 
days to courting and offering proofs of their 
devotion to some fair lady. They vowed tu 
protect her name and honor at any price. 


The epic “ Morte d’Arthur,” modernized by 


Tennyson's “Idylls of the King,” is tne 
world’s most perfect example of an epic treat- 
ing of the teaching of platonic love. King 
Arthur's Knights of the Round Table had 
sworn allegiance to him, which meant to prv- 
tect all that was his and to spend their peace- 
ful days searching for the Holy Grail. One 
of the bravest of these knights, called Lan- 
celot, found his. companionship and fleasure 
in the company of King Arthur's beautiful 
wife, known as Queen Guinevere. Thouga 
they both believed that nature had destined 


.them for each other, they wanted to enjoy 


their friendship and love, asking for nothiag 
more. When they were finally tricked by 
their own feeling they brought misery not 
only to themselves but started the downfa!! 
of King Arthur and most of his knights. 

With the passing of feudalism the teaching 
of platonic love once more became merely a 
philosophic teaching, and this it remained 
until the dawn of the Italian renaissance. 
When the awakening of learning in Italy came 
the advice and friendship of women were 
eagerly sought. Two women stood out pre- 
eminently in those days—lIsabelle d’Este end 
Victoria Colonna. 

Victoria Colonna was the Sapho of Italy, 
and the most brilliant woman of her time. 
Unhappily married when she was not much 
more than a child, she remained true to her 
husband in spite of his many years of indit- 
ference and separation. During that long 
period of time because of her brilliant mind, 
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sympathetic nature, and high social rank 
many of the greatest Italian artists, states-

Michael Angelo was the man she loved more 
than all others because in him she found her 
soul mate. She devoted her time, wealth, and 
rank giving him advice and making his. difli- 
cult path easier.

This ‘is 
shown by his words of laudation and the 
beautiful poems he wrote and dedicated to 
her. Still through the many years of warm 
companionship they both found happiness and 
intellectual stimulus in platonic love.

Why the Fair Chorus Girl Flas the 


“She Takes Better Care of ‘em, Realizes They Are Her Most Important 


“She Has” Says Ignace J. Reis, Vice-President Illinois Federation of | 
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HE chorus girl usually has a smaller 
and more perfectly formed foot than 
the average woman. . Why? Because 
well shaped, healthy, sensitive feet are 
first importance to her. Feet are her 
‘n trade, and she pays the same earetal 
atiention to the preservation of their bea'ty 
that the average society woman does to her 
fac 

Kvery esorus girl must be more or les 
skillful in dancing. She cannot get a posi- 
tion unless she is. Dancing means feet, and 
feet that ean dance have a chance for exhibi- 
tion before the public, with perhaps money 
and fame for the possessor of them. Perfect 
feet are to the chorus girl what a keen eye is 
lo the artist and what supple fingers are to 
the musician. 

That's why the chorus girl gives her feet 
such careful attention. She bathes them sev- 
eral times a day*in hot or salt water. That 
rests them, cheers them up, and gives them 
courage to perform their task on the stage. 
If they are not in absolutely perfect health 


she takes them straightway to a man who 
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Here Are Some Feet of Chorus 


knows dll about their aches and pains and 
how best to soothe their wounded feelings 
and quiet their protests against overwork and 
ill treatment. 

She is fussy abofit her stockings. She al- 
ways buys them one-half size larger than her 
foot (not shoe). And she takes care to keep 
them pulled well forward 80 that her toes 
will still have room to kick around in when 
the shoes are on and the foot pushes forward 
and down. She makes sure that the stockings 
are not going to wrinkle under the soles, for 
every wrinkle there will be duplicated, and 
more, on her brow, which is a pretty con- 
spicuous place. 

_* 
Cause of Aching Feet. 

In the building and quality of her stage 
shoes, however, the chorus girl gains the most 
important advantage over other women. When 
she is ordering shoes she stands in stocking 
feet on a slip of paper, on which is drawn an 
absolutely accurate outline of both feet, for 
they usually vary.in a greater or less degree. 
From this outline and three measurements— 
length, breadth across the base of the toes, 


/ 


and the over-the-instep figure—her shoes are 
made. The finished product must be perfect- 
ly éomfortable, innocent of creases or seams, 
as easy and pliable as a glove. They do cost 
more, these stage shoes, than the average 
woman pays for hers. But her manager has 
to worry about,that. Anyway, worrying is 
not the qhorus girl’s line. 

If her feet ever do “how!” at all it will 
be because of her street shoes. She has to 
buy these herself, and sometimes, because she’ 
can’t find $18 that she can spare, they have 
to be just shoes, such as other unfortunate 
“portals must stump around in. 

She knows that if her feet ache or burn at 


night it means arch supports are probably 


needed. They give support to the ligaments 
of the foot arch. When these ligaments tire 
and are weak they allow the arch to lower 
gradually, the aggravated form being what is 
commonly known as “flat foot.” She, real- 
izes ‘that pumps, exaggerated French , 
short vamps, and what for some ridiculous 
reason dealers call “stage lasts "—probably 
because actresses never Wear them—are sure 
and sudden death to foot peace. She knows, 
too, that shoes don’t stretch, that instead the 
moisture of the foot makes the leather shrink,

and that the cheap tanning of the cheap skins 
which go into cheap shoes makes them the 
costliest that she can buy. 

During a single performance she averages 
five or more changes of costume and shoes. 
This variety in itself is restful. Her feet are 
not in env one pair long enough v: get smoth. 
ered ot tired. And between whiles, to save 
time, maybe, and just becajjse it ‘s easier, she 
slips into Japanese bamboo sandals or a pair 
of low heelless slippets. They give her hail 
working tootsies a chance to breathe, an air- 
ing, a holiday, time to loll gnd lounge around 
just as they like; they allow the muscles and 
important nerve centers of the feet to relax, 
to slack off work and just be natural. Of 
their working hours, then, her dancers spend, 
few within the confines of leather or canvas — 
less than half the limit for other women’s 
feet. 

Then, too, the chorus girl is young—a indst 
important factor. Nearly all children have 
firm, shapely feet. Many girls under 21 have 
supple, perfectly proportioned, beautiful feet. 
But, like the hands and the face, the feet 
grow old and lose their beauty. Much walk- 
ing on pavements and cement walks kills elas- 
ticity, jars down the twenty-six bony supports 
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of the foot until the step has lost its life and 
spring. Feet don’t take at all kindly to vur 
modern unyielding underpinnings; they‘ like 
rather to be right next to good old Motoer 
Earth.

“ Any attempt an the part of Corgressman 
Cox of Indiana or any other member of the 
committee to assail the inatitute ae a monop- 
oly or to charge that it any sense controls 
or seeks to control the selection of designs 
for public buildings is an absolute lie,’ Mr. 
Pond said yesterday in discussing the report. 


Denies Attempts to Influence. 

“It is true that the American Institute of 
Architects is the father of the Tareney act, 
passed in 1908. authorizing the secretary of 
the treasury to employ architects outside of 
the supervising architect's force. But it is 
not true in any sense that the institute has 
attempted to dictate, or has any desire to 
dictate to the government what architects 
shall or shall not compete for government 
work, or to influence in any way thedecision 
in. awarding the contracts for government 
bulldings. 

“As a matter of fact, Secretary Mac- 
Veagh knows and every member of the 
investigating .committee knows that such 
cliarges as these are utterly false and with- 
out foundation. In the selection of archi- 
tects for pubMc work of this kind the gov- 
ernment designates certain. men to enter into 
a competition, in deeigning public buildings. 
The institute has absolutely nothing to say 
in the selection of these men, and I know of 
no instance wherein the men chosen for the 
competition have been selected solely from | 
among members of the institute. 


“Mo Favoritism Has Been Shown.” 
“If it be true, as charged in the report 
that most of the architects chosen for gov- 
ernment cofitracts have been members af the 
institute, it speaks weil for the ability and 


The imtimation that they were chosen be- 
cause they were members of the institute is 
*‘tommyrot.’ Personally I know here in 
Chicago and elsewhere architects of the 
highest standing who are not members of the 
inetitute, and it is folly to say that favoritism 
has been shown as against this class of men 
in the awarding of government contracts. 
“While it is true that the cost of gov- 
ernment buildings has increased 1 per cent 
because of the minimum charge of the archi- 
tect being increased from 5 to 6 per cent of the 
building, that condition is not peculiar to gov- 
ernment buildings. The same thing applies 
to virtually all other: buildings, with the 
exception of factories and buildings of that 
characten. This increase is justified by the 
additional work entailed by reason of modern 
improvements. At the same time it must be 
borne in mind that with this additional cost 
the buildings designed for the government 
by individual practitioners cost less by 3 per 
cem than do those designed by the govern- 
ment architects. In addition to this they get 
more advanced and up to date plans.” 


JOHN JACOB.ASTOR’S WIDOW. 
NOT TO CONTEST HIS WILL. 
Under New York Law Posthumous 


Child Will Share Estate Equally 
with Other Children of Testator. 


New York, Aug. 10.—Reports that Mrs. 
Madeline Force Astor is contemplating a con- 
test of the will of her husband, John Jacob 
Astor, were denied today by William H. 
Force, Mrs. Astor's father. 

The will provides that each child who 
shall survive, other than his son Vincent and 
his daughter Muriel, shall receive $3,000,000, 
to be held in trust until such chiid shall attain 
the age of 21 years. 

The law regarding provision for a posthu- 
mous child follows: 

“ Whenever a testator shall have a child 
born after, the making of the last will, and 
shall die leaving such child unprovided for, 
very child shall succeed to the same portion 
of the estate as would have been distributed 
if such parent had died intestate."’

S. S Gregory, presicent of the American 
Bar association, has some definite opinions 
upon the law’s delay. Unlike certain others 
interviewed, he is not afraid of publicity of 
his ideas. 

He makes no charges against that inani- 
mate machine called procedure. No ma- 
chine will run properly unless some one starts 
it and supervises its operation. So Mr. 
Gregory asserts that when the legal! machine 
fa'lg to work, it is because of the failure of 
those whose duty it is to operate the ma- 
chine. Those persons are the lawyers and the 
judges. Especially does he hold the judges 
responsible. 

“There is great, and to some extent just, 
complaint as to the delays of litigation,” 
said Mr. Gregory. ‘“ For this both judges 
and lawyers are largely responsible. 

“Generally speaking. Where both sides 
wish a Speedy trial of a common law suit, in 
most jurisdictions with which I am familiar 
it can be obtafmed. Usually Mr one reason 
or another—sometimes partly to stave off 
defeat, sometimes because of engagements 
in other matters, sometimes from that pro- 
crastinating disposition involved ‘In too lit- 


erally following Burr's rule for the profes- 


sion, ‘ Never do today what you can put off 
until tomorrow ’—the counsel on one side 
or the other shows no disposition to ex- 
pecite a cause. 


Spirit Is’ Vital Need. 

“ The most vita) thing te an efficient ad- 
ministration of our courts is the spirit in 
which those concerned in it participate in 
{ts administration. In this regard a great 
responsibility rests upon the occupants ef the 
bench. 

“If constant appeal to obsolete technical- 
ity, the accumulation of enormous masses 
of evidence in trifling and irrelevan® points, 
the interminable examination and cross ex- 
amination of witnesses, the manners of a 


pully, the protracting of the struggle, and 


the confusing of the issue by the bringing 
in of every possible trivial incident; if all 
this succeeds in procuring a favorable re- 
sult, it is too much to expect of human nature 
that lawyers practicing in such tribunals 
will not resort to such methods. A‘ least 
most of them will, and those who most con- 
sistentiy pursue this course will have the 
largest practice in the courts where such 
methods are tolerated and successful. 


“Anything to Win.” 

“In a fight anything to win seems to be 
regarded as iegitimate and the public par- 
ticularly estimates a lawyer-largely by his 
ability to get results. 

“The great difficulty in our courts in this 
respect is twofold. In the first place, it is 
true the judges sometimes are lacking in the: 
quality of character and attainments which 
are required on the bench. These are judg- 

_. fignity._.firmpers, courtesy, some 
learning, absolute integrity, and a disposi- 
tion not to decide a case according to the 
predilection of the judge, but according to 
the mandate of the law, liberally and intell- 
gently expounded. 

**In the seccnd place the members of the 
bar, charged with the important duty of 
representing clients in forensic controversy, 
sometimes lack the equipment of character 
and attainments to justify their selection 
for such a high and important duty. 


Longer Terms; Higher Salaries. 

*“ Our judges should have 'onger tenure and 
more liberal salaries. and everything should 
be done to secure their independence rather 
than to limit or lessen it. As applied te 
elective judges with short terms, the idea of 
the judicial recall is simply preposterous.” 

Former Judge Philip Stein is inclined té 
place the major portion of the rerponsi- 
bility for delay upon the lawyer. Part of 
his letter reads: 

“Tf your object, as I assume it to be, is 
purely and*®simply to oure the ills from 
which the administration of justice Is suf- 
fering, you will rardon me for saying you 
are going about it in the wrong way.” 

It is the opinion of Mr. Stein that some 
of the court matter printed “ strongly tends 
to increase ‘the growing distrust of the in-, 
tegrity of the courts.’ ”’

‘‘ Having myself been on the Superior court 
bench of thiscounty for twelve years, I know 
from actual experience that such delay as 
you pictured is due to the inattention and in- 
activity of the attqgneys or their clients. It 
is simply inconceivable that this case, if 
properly pushed by the parties or their law- 
yers, could not have been brought to am end 
long, long ago. 

“The judge himself cannot act in litigated 
matters unless he is asked to; in other words, 
‘unless somebody moves the court.’ 

“That there are some judges who might 
work harder than they do, I do not fore 
moment deny, but it is not that which causes 
the delay that you set forth in such moving 
: ve

Again, in so far as the Ditch will annihilate the stubborn and 
perilous passage around Cape Horn or through the Strait of 
Magellan, it will lift the Continent of South America tiltwise 

and flop it over into the marine amphitheater north of the Equator, 

where it will fall like a shower of coins in the very midst of the com- 

mercial revelry. It will take the West Indies out of the dolce-far- 

niente blissfulness of being merely semi-tropic winter resorts, and 

will convert them into strategic buttresses of international trade 
warfare. 

As Winston Churchill, now Lord of the British Admiralty, but then 
only Under Secretary of State for the Colonies, said in 1904: 

“The opening of the Panama Canal will make Jamaica a far more 
splendid and a far more wealthy state than anything that has ever 
been known in the West Indian islands.” 

Furthermore, these changes in the geographical relations of one 
country to another, and of countries to their colonies, are not even the 
beginning of the banquet. They are but the spreading of the tables and 
the arranging of the seats. The grand mélée will be with the foods, with 
the products. And upon these the Canal will exercise as magic a trans- 
formation as upon the arrangement of the tables. Already, with every 
shovelful of dirt that Colonel Goethals and his men throw out of the 
Ditch, the news pours into the State Department at Washington of some- 
thing new happening to the raw or manufactured output of the Orient, 
the Antipodes, or South America. 

The Malaysian states, for instance, have become the center of a grand 
scramble to see which can go farthest toward meeting the world’s demand 
for the $120,000,000 worth of rubber tires that it consumes on its auto- 
mobiles every year. Formosa and Manchuria have entered into the lists 
with the Philippines, Cuba, Louisiana and the beet-sugar-growing Btates 
of America, in the production of sugar. Iron and steel are being mined 
or milled in China and India; and it is estimated that in the mountains 
of Chile lie eight thousand million tons of iron ore, waiting only for the 
tear-me-dut signal of the capitalist of today. 

In the plains of Manchuria wheat is waving in golden fields in compe- 
tition with that of the Dakotas or Saskatchewan, and is being shipped to 
the Baltic to supply the regions of Europe that, until lately, have depended 
largely upon the output of America. China, Siam, Corea, Formosa, Man- 
churia and other places have begun to yield coal in quantities that promise 
to have serious bearing on the shipping of the entire Pacific Ocean. The 
wily Japanese are already hunting in the virgin forests of Australia for 
woods for their furniture factories; and on the American side of the Deep, 
the making of hardwood furniture has spread southward from Georgia 

and North Carolina to the mountains of Peru.

Obviously, the nation or group that 
tarries at the door will sit at the foot. And as the 
ghosts of those who have lost at such feasts in the 
past are ever present before the minds of the leaders 
of the nations, there isn’t going to be a very large 
number that will risk tarrying. 

One would expect that America, who owns the 
Canal and whose enterprise and “dough” have*built 
it, would be accorded the place of easiest access to 
the viands by the spontaneous consent of all con- 
cerned. But, some how, long before America, ever 
thought of digging a Canal, long before she ever 
dreamed that her arms would reach out and enfold 
islands in the Antilles or in the Pacific, she made 
the mistake of laying aside her ships and shipping. 
She let her one time enemy, her one time’ Mother 
(‘ountry, take most of it away from her. And now, 
so ill prepared is she for the feast that her own 
genius is about to provide, that one of her few 
veteran shipmasters, R. P. Schwerin, vice-president 
and general manager of the only line of American 
vessels that runs from San Francisco to Yokohama 
and Hongkong, was compelled to say recently: 

“I have been studying for more than a year as 
to what, when the Canal is opened, will become 
of the line operating locally from the Pacifie Coast 
to the Oriental ports, and I have come to the con- 
clusion that there is absolutely no chance for us on 
that ocean.

And while Colonel Goethals recently was 
vainly prodding the committee of the House of Rep- 
resentatives at Washington to provide for big coal- 
ing depots at either end of the Canal, England was 
enlarging her docks at Port Royal in Jamaica, and 
even establishing stations in the Friendly Islands 
and on Piteairn in the mid-Paceifie. 

Again, realizing that without plenty of the “life- 
blood of commerce,” commerce can no more live 
than can the human body without its particular 
kind of blood, England plants her banking facilities 
wherever she plants her trade. British banks have 
been put on both sides of South America. They 
are being strengthened in New York, San Francisco, 
Chicago and New Orleans. They are to be found 
in Yokohama, Hongkong and Pekin. They are in 
Honduras and Salvador, as well as in Jamaica, and 
doubtless they will be in Panama and Colon if the 
American Government permits. 

Still again, England knows that no commercial 
war ever succeeds, any more than does a military 
war, wherein long gaps exist between the pioneers or 
sappers and-the source of supplies. And so, as 
rapidly as.she reaches out into new fields in an ex- 
perimental way, she follows up with a steady and 
sure, pressure forward of the instruments of 
permanence.

‘*The Hamburg-American and _ the 
North German Lloyd Companies now tie 
up numerous ships in winter for lack of 
trade, which they will put on for immi- 
gration business from Gibraltar to the 
Pacific Coast when the Canal is com- 
pleted. And I think the traffie will be 
very heavy.’’ 

When the representative of the British 
Cunard line was in Vancouver, sizing up 
the lay of things there, as told above, 
a German steamship representative was 
in San Francisco making room for new 
dockage and arranging for new freight 
connections. 

In view of the fact that her nearest 
colonial ports to the Canal are the Car- 
oline Islands, which are three thousand 
miles from Honolulu, and the Samoan 
Islands, which are five thousand miles 
from San Diego, the Teuton gets into 
the Panama race wonderfully well 
equipped. Backed by his phenomenally 
methodical mind and by the impassioned 
nature of his national aspirations, he be- 
comes a factor to be reckoned with. 

Then, as to France: Witness the in- 
nocent-looking steamer Briez Huel glid- 
ing quietly into the beautiful port of Pa- 
peete in Tahiti, and carrying away a 
cargo of copra.

It is to be 
linked with France’s other important 
possession in the Pacific, the island of 
New Caledonia, with its wonderful mines 
of nickel. It is to be one of the ports of 
eall and of coaling; while on the other, 
the eastern, side of the Canal stand the 
equally beautiful islands of Miquelon and 
St. Pierre, on which France has never 
lost her hold since the earliest days of 
civilization in the Western Hemisphere. 

Realize that already France has some 
two hundred and twenty-four vessels 
running to and from Miquelon and St. 
Pierre in a year, and you get at least a 
hint that the country of the Gaul is not 
sleeping while its rivals work. 

Read next of Spain, and be amazed to 
learn that three years ago she granted a 
subsidy to all ships of Spanish build 
that should pass through the Canal! Fore-

must mean that shipbuilding is to be en- 
couraged. It must mean that the old 
Castilian empire has not utterly forgotten 
the world that once made it the greatest 
nation in all Europe, and that it pro- 
poses, thus early in the game, to make 
one more attempt to place itself back 
among those that are still great. 

Then, read of little Holland, and be 
apprised that its shipyards have been so 
overtaxed that many contracts have had 
to be placed in other countries. Read, 
too, of the promotive developments in 
Java, one of Holland’s colonies in the 
Kast Indies, and of the organization of 
the Java-Asiatic Steamship line that is 
now sending tramp steamships from Java 
to San Francisco and Puget Sound and 
down to both the west and east coasts of 
South America. Some fifty-three com- 
panies, with a capital of more than $80,- 
000,000, have been formed in Java for the 
exploitation of rubber alone, to say 
nothing of those that have gone into the 
growing of cotton and the planting of 
sugar, or of the big syndicnte that has 
obtained a concession for exploiting 
500,000 acres of land on which valuable 
discoveries of gold have been made. 

From Sweden and Norway you will 
learn of the organization of ‘a steamship 
company that is already building ships 
for the express purpose of navigation via 
the Panama Canal. Some of these ships 
will eonnect with the immense whaling 
business in the vicinity of New Zealand, 
of which Norway has practically the mo- 
nopoly. Others will seek to maintain the 
Scandinavian fertilizer market in the 
agricultural and horticultural fields of 
Australia, that are rapidly being settled. 
Still others, of course, will seek for their 
share of the exchange with Japan and 
China, 

As yet, Italy and Austria have not 
made their intentions, if they have any, 
very evident. At least, those intentions 
have not been reported to the sources of 
information in America; but that Aus- 
tria is not indifferent is shown by the 
fact that she has recently formed a com- 
bination with the grain-growers of Man- 
churia, and is establishing a special line 
of steamers to convey the wheat of the 
Siberian north through the Suez Canal to 
Trieste before it ean be carried to other 
markets by the rival ships of England, 
Germany or Japan.
